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SHEEHAN SAYS GROKER 
GOT PART OF $1,000,000 


Big Profits of Naughton & Co. in 
Railway Contracts. 


DANIEL McMAHON ARRAIGNED 


Starting the Campaign for the Defeat 
of Tammany Hall, the Greater 
New York Democracy Launches 
a Sensation. 


The Greater New York Democracy has 
opened the campaign for the defeat of 
Daniel F. McMahon, Tammany leader of 
the Seventeenth District and one of the 
triumvirs of the Wigwam. How Richard 
Croker and Daniel F. McMahon, as he 
charged, divided between $1,000,000 -and 
$1,500,000 profit as the result of contract 
work done for the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company was told in detail by John C. 
Sheehan, once leader of Tammany Hall.. 
Mr. Sheehan in his speech told of the con- 
versations he had with Mr. McMahon that 
led up to the formation of the firm of 
Naughton & Co. and of how that firm pros- 
pered under the Tammany régime. 

Mr. Sheehan said also that the present 
leader of the Seventeenth Assembly Dis- 
trict in the Tammany camp held up to 
Richard Croker the prize of enormous 
profits in the contracting firm of Naugh- 
ton & Co. end, in the words of Mr. Shee- 
han, ‘“‘as Richard Croker was broke he 
took half the profits of Naughton & Co. 
on Metropolitan work which,” I am told, 
amounted to between $1,000,000 and $1,500,- 
000.’"” Mr. Sheehan made many other state- 
ments in his speech. President Cantor of 
the Borough of Manhattan made allusions 
to the harmony meeting of ex-Senator Hill 
in Albany, and said that the “ Tammany 
Democrats who were in Albany were the 
men the Greater New York Democracy 
were going to defeat at the primaries this 
Fall.” 


MR. SHEEHAN’S CHARGES, 


The meeting was held in Stein’s Hall, in 
Fifty-eighth Street, between Tenth and 
Eleventh Avenues. On the platform were 
John C. Sheehan, Commissioner of Ac- 
counts William Hepburn Russell, President 
Cantor of the Borough of Manhattan, and 
ex-Assemblyman N. Taylor Phillips. Denis 
J. Harrington presided. The hall was 
crowded with more than 500 enthusiastic 
peliticians. When John C. Sheehan began 
to speak of Richard Croker there were 
hoots and howls of derision. Mr. Sheehan 
said, in part: 

“I knew the inside workings of Tam- 
many Hall when I was the leader. I know 
all about Daniel McMahon, and I am going 
to tell the whole story of how McMahon 
came to the front in Tammany politics. 
McMahon was a Police Judge, and he was 
put out of office during the administration 
of Mayor Strong. Shortly after that he 
came to me and said that he was broke, 
and that if hé received some help he might 
be able to get a few small contracts. He 
then decided to go into the contracting 
business, and concluded to go into part- 
nership with Barney Naughton. He said 
to me, ‘ With your help I can get a few odd 
fobs.’ 

“Shortly after he made that statement to 
me I was elected the leader of Tammany 
Hall to succeed Mr. Croker, and then Mr. 


McMahon came down to me and told me 
about getting some work for the Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway Company. He said that 
the company was going to change from 
horses to electricity, and that he was cer- 
tain to get some of the work if he received 
the proper backing from me. He said that 
the sub-contractors were to get 8 per cent. 
on the work. 

“He came to me after that and said that 
the time was ripe. I saw the people—and 
you know who I mean—and McMahon got 
the contract for the greater part of Fourth 
Avenue, and after that he got contracts 
for more of the work. I saw some people, 
and urged McMahon and his firm. When 
I first mentioned his firm I was told that 
he was a cheap politician, wut the second 
time I spoke about the matter McMahon 
secured the contract. His firm made 
something like $100,000 out of the con- 
tracts.” 

The audience laughed and cheered these 
Statements. Mr. Sheehan then said: 

“From that time on Mr. McMahon was 
a wall flower in my office. He was there 
morning, noon, and night. He was there 
from one end of the week to the other. 
When Croker came back to this country 
McMahon went to him and explained to 
the visitor from England of the large sums 
of money to be made out of the contract- 
ing business. He said to Croker: ‘ Take a 
point from a friend.’ 

“There is money in this business. Croker 
‘was in need of money, as he was broke at 
this time. McMahon said that the Met- 
ropolitan people had $10,000,000 to spend on 
equipment, and that if Croker wanted to 
he could get half of the profits. Croker 
asked McMahon how it was to be done, and 
McMahon said ‘You must again be the 
leader of Tammany Hall.’ He entered into 
the conspiracy, and I believe that Croker 
would never again have become the leader 
of Tammany Hall, and that he never in- 
tended to return to the leadership until it 
Was suggested by McMahon. McMahon 
said that they could divide the profits. 
*You can come into partnership with 
Naughton & Co. and get your profits out of 
the work of the concern,’ he said. I have 
been told that Croker received his profits 
from the contracts.” 


SAYS HE WAS “ BUNCOED.” 


Then Mr. Sheehan began the discussion 
of the political situation as it existed when 
Richard Croker came back from England 
after his retirement from the leadership of 
Tammany. He said in part: 

“ At the time of Croker’s return I was in 
favor of naming Hugh J. Grant for Mayor 
of New York. Grant was responsible for 
having started McMahon in life and, after 
the talk was started about the nomination, 
McMahon said to Croker: ‘Don’t name 
Grant. Name a man you can trust.’ Then 
they named Van Wyck. I am very sorry, 
and I express regret that I was Renseat 
into this deal. Van Wyck was elected by 
@ scratch, as you know. That meant the 
return of Croker to power, and McMahon 
got a number of contracts, and I am told 
that they divided between $1,000,000 and 
$1,500,000.”’ 

Mr. Sheehan then told of further relations 
of the leader of Tammany Hall with the 
affairs of Naughton & Co., and said: 

“A little later the Metropolitan Company 
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; Democracy from outside the ‘lines. 


became wise and would not give contracts 
to the firm or have anything to do with 
them. Then Croker thought that McMahon 
was holding out on him and they came near 
to a break. Their relations were so straine 
that it was some time before matters were 
patched up.” 

Raising his voice, Mr. Sheehan said: 

“Now this man McMahon is the same 
man who is now one of the three echoes of 
Tammany Hall. We are in this battle to 
win and we will defeat all the leaders who 
have been identified with such affairs. I 
predict that the Greater New York Dem- 
ocracy will be victorious this Fall and that 
Tammany Hall will disintegrate and will be 
no longer a factor in the political affairs 
of this city cr State.” 

William Hepburn Russell, who is Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of the 
Greater New York Democracy, spoke on 
the issues of the fight in the Seventeenth 
District. He said that it was a fight for 
decency in politics and for the turnin 
down of such leaders who falsely_claime 
to represent Democracy as did Mr. Mc- 
Mahon. He said that the Greater New York 
Democracy was in the district fights and 
was determined to win. 

President Cantor of the Borough of Man- 
hattan was the next speaker. e said in 

art: 

Pe It is necessary sometimes to reform the 
Sam- 
uel J. Tilden was one of the greatest men 
in our party, and he went outside of the 
party F ih in order to accomplish great 
things for the party. We of the Greater 
New York Democracy certainly have the 
same privilege. We have determined to 
drive cMahon to Europe to keep com- 
pany with Richard Croker in Wantage. 

“New York and the United States were 
good enough for Croker until he became 
rich. Then he wanted an estate in Europe 
—in England—with a moated grange. In- 
stead of gcing to Europe and buying the 
Lakes of Killarney he decided to go to 
England and mingle with the aristocracy. 
We must win a great victory in the Sep- 
tember primaries, and we will.”’ 

The announcement was made that head- 
quarters are to be open in the Seventeenth 
Assembly District, and that the enrollment 
is to be continued for the defeat of Daniel 
J. McMahon as leader in the September 
primaries. 


CUBAN BILL CONFERENCE. 


The President Sees Some of the Beet 
Sugar Senators—At the Capitol a 
Meeting Is Held and Great 
Secrecy Is Preserved.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—The Cuban reci- 
procity situation clarified somewhat to-day, 
but not in a way very satisfactory to the 
friends of Cuba. Things were being done 
at both ends of Pennsylvania Avenue. At 
the White House end the President, roused 
to action by the imminent danger of the 
failure of his plan, was rounding up beet 
sugar Senators and pleading with them to 
carry out the Administration’s scheme of 
relief for Cuba. At the Capitol end the 
beet-sugar Senators were holding a little 
caucus of their own and deciding to resist 
by every means in their power any meas- 
ure of relief except the old Morris scheme 
of a rebate. 

The conference of the beet-sugar men 
was held in Senator Elkins’s committee 
room, and great secrecy was preserved 
about it. It was agreed that all inquiries 
should be answered by the statement that 
the conference had relation to the Con- 
gressional elections and not to the Cuban 
reciprocity question. The truth is, how- 
ever, that the Congressional elections were 
not mentioned except incidentally. There 
were eighteen Republican Senators pres- 
ent, and it is said that two, who were un- 
able to attend, sent notice of their ad- 
hésion to the programme.

The beet-sugar Senators are determined, 
as a result of their conference, to fight to 
the end against any proposition that sa- 
vors of reciprocity. They will consent to 
a rebate scheme of relief to Cuba, but this 


is no concession, for the beet-sugar men in 
the House from the very outset were will- 
ing to have a rebate scheme adopted. They 
said that although they did not think Cuba 
was entitled to relief they would consent 
to give a rebate, but they insisted that un- 
der no consideration must any scheme of 
reciprocity be passed. Tawney, Morris, 
and William Alden Smith were rebate men 
in the House. 

Speaker Henderson, Chairman Payne, 
Gen. Grosvenor, and Mr. Dalzell would not 
listen to the rebate scheme and in doing so 
it was said they represented Mr. Roosevelt 
and spoke for him. 

Some of the leading beet-sugar Senators 
were among those to whom the President 
talked this morning. The Senators listened 
attentively to what the President had to 
say, and then went down to the Capitol 
and attended the meeting in Senator El- 
kins’s room, where they gave their hearty 
adhesion to the scheme outlined for the 
beet-sugar element. 

It is regarded as probable that the Presi- 
dent will agree to the rebate if necessary. 
At present, he is opposed to it, but if it be- 
comes certain that no reciprocity bill can 
get through it is believed he will consent to 
a rebate rather than have it go on record 
that he was totally defeated by Congress 
at the first session of his Administration. 

To-night President Roosevelt had a num- 
ber of Administration men at the White 
House to confer about Cuban reciprocity, 
and outlined to them his views about the 
way in which the beet sugar men should be 
fought. Those present were Senators Han- 
na, Platt of Connecticut, Allison, Spooner, 
Representatives Babcock, Hull, alzell, 
Payne, Cannon, and Sherman, and Post- 
master Generai Payne. 

Of these Senator Platt is the Cuban rec- 
iprocity leader in the Senate. Senator 

pooner ts the author of the 20 pér cent. 
reduction compromise, which the Presi- 
dent is ready to accept, but which the beet- 
sugar men agreed to-day to fight, after 
their conference with the President. Mr. 
Babcock was originally a beet-sugar man, 
but went over to the President just before 
the House vote on the bill. Mr. Dalzell, 
Mr. Payne, and Mr. Cannon are Speaker 
Henderson’s right-hand men and strong 
Administration leaders. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne is the man who is credited by 
the Democrats with being the head of the 
new Federal machine which they say the 
President is building up to secure a re- 
nomination, and he has been present at 
several of the important conferences on 

olitical subjects held recently by the Pres- 
dent, notably his conference with Senator 
Hanna. The others are Republican lead- 
ers of prominence, but who have not taken 
. ged part in the Cuban reciprocity 
ght. 


KING EDWARD-IN PERIL. 


A Cab Collided with His Carriage While 
He Was Driving to St. James’s 
Palace. 


LONDON, June 2.—King Edward narrow- 
ly escaped what might have been a serious 
accident this morning. His Majesty was 
driving to St. James’s Palace, when a cab 
collided with his carriage. The cab horse 
fell and lay struggling under the royal 
vehicle. The King alighted and stood upon 
the pavement until matters were righted. 

King Edward and Queen Alexandra, to- 
gether with Princess Victoria and Prince 
and Princess Charles of Denmark, attended 
the production of Wagner’s “Die Val- 
kyrie’’ at Covent Garden to-night. Their 
Majesties received an ovation from the au- 


dience, and when they entered the Opera 
House the orchestra played ‘‘ God Save the 
King.”" The rendering of this air was a 
feature at all places of amusement in Lon- 
don to-night. : 
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CHICAGO STRIKE RIOTS 


Bloodshed Marks Progress of 


the Trouble With the 
Teamsters, 


Women Aid the Strikers and Are Among 
the Fiersest Fighters—Police 
Charge the Crowds. 


CHICAGO, June 2.—Riot and bloodshed 
marked the progress of the teamsters’ 
strike to-day. There were numerous fights 
between the police and the strikers and 
their sympathizers. Street-car traffic was 
stopped while the fighting went on. 


Fists, stones, and clubs were brought into . 


requisition by the strikers, and the police 
used their batons and the butt ends of re- 
volvers freely. 

The fighting began on the West Side 
shortly after noon, and in different parts 
of the city continued practically all of the 
afternoon. 

The most serious trouble of the day oc- 
curred in Crosby Street, in the district 
which is known in police circles as ‘* Little 
Hell.” A detachment of policemen under 
the command of Lieut. Collins was escort- 
ing a number of wagons loaded with meat 
to the distributing stations down town. A 
large crowd followed the wagons, shouting 
and jeering, and now and then sending a 
stone over the heads of the officers in the 
direction of the men on the meat wagons. 

The line of wagons escorted by the police 
was frequently stopped by other teamsters 
who would manage to pull across the 
street just in the proper place to prevent 
the meat wagons from making any prog- 
ress. The police would order the man away 
and in a few minutes the performance 
would be repeated, much to the delight of 
the immense crowd that was following on. 

Finally one teamster refused to pull his 
team out of the way of the meat wagons, 
and the police placed him under arrest. 
Then the fight commenced. In an instant, 
a shower of stones, mud, and sticks fell 
around and upon the offiéers, bruising some 
of them badly. Lieut. Collins ordered the 
march of the meat wagons to be stopped, 
and at once charged the crowd. 

The sight of a policeman on the aggres- 
sive is nothing new to the inhabitants of 
“Little Hell,”” and the crowd refused to 
budge when the police came on. A large 
number of women came up to the aid of the 
strikers and were the fiercest fighters of 
the lot. One officer was knocked down 
with a brick and his companions then 
drew their clubs and made war with such 
energy that in a few minutes the street 
was filled with men with bleeding heads. 

The mob was led by a large man, who 
came from the gashouse near Crosby 
Street, and who continually called to his 
followers to ‘‘ Kill the coppers first and 
hang the scabs afterward.” Finally a big 
policeman got to the man from the gas- 
house, and when it was over the leader 
Was carried off by his friends with his 
head and face covered with blood. 

The police made no attempt to arrest him, 
for they had their hands full with the hun- 
dreds of men and women who crowded 
around them and fougnt viciously with any- 
thing they could lay their hands upon. The 
crowd increased so rapidly that Lieut. Col- 
lins soon saw that his men would be over- 
powered unless he took vigorous action at 
once. 

He ordered the men to fall back slowly 
toward the wagons, and the crowd, seeing 
in this action a token of victory, pressed 
on with shouts, and the volleys of stones 
came more thickly. The police fell back 
until they had formed a compact mass 
close to the wagons and then, at Lieut. 
Collins’s order, they drew their revolvers 
and charged the crowd once more. 

This time the fight was more desperate 
than before, and it was over in much less 
time. The police struck down numbers of 
men, and used their clubs and revolver 
butts with energy, and in three minutes the 
crowd was broken and in full flight. 

Forming his men around the wagons once 
more, Lieut. Collins started on his march. 
As soon as the police started away, the 
mob formed again, and although at a re- 
spectful distance, they kept after the 
wagons until they had reached the barns 
at Halsted and Livision Streets. In this 
fight about a dozen of the officers were 
badly bruised, and nearly all of them had 
torn clothing. Many more of the mob 
were badly used up, but as they were all 
taken off by their friends, it is impossible 
to guess at the number. 

By the time the barns were reached the 
anger of ‘the crowd had grown to fever 
heat. An attempt was made to cross Hal- 
sted Street, but in less than a minute a 
blockade had been formed which it took 
two hours to release. The trouble at this 
point began when a Halsted Street electric 
car stopped directly on the crossing. The 
car was filled with passengers on their way 
home from work. 


CITIZENS DEFY POLICE. 


It was a peculiar coincidence that just as 
the packing house wagons approached the 
crossing the current was cut off. It was 
said that the trolley wire had been cut. A 
Police Sergeant approached the car and 
ordered the motorman to proceed. 

“Don’t you do it,” shouted the passen- 
gers. ‘‘ We'll stay here all night. Don’t 
move a step.” 

The motorman informed the Police Ser- 
geant that the current was turned off and 
showe/ this to be a fact by turning the 
controller. Hundreds of factory hands were 
being dismissed from the neighboring shops. 
Scores of heavily loaded wagons drove up, 
and in five minutes Halsted Street was 
packed and jammed with teams and wagons 
for a distance of four blocks. 

The drivers drove on purpose in such a 
way as to form a complete blockade. The 


crowd shouted and jeered at the police 
when they attempted to induco the team- 
sters to move on. The police attempted a 
display of force, only to arouse the crowd 
again. Stones were thrown at the police 
and the rioters were clubbed and dragged 
i:to the patrol wagons. Finally, after 
pushing and fighting for a long time, the 

lice man to get the wagons to the 
arns and the doors were closed. 

To-night another serious fight took place 
at Twelfth and State Streets. Meat was 
being removed from the packing house 
wents by two retail firms, Froehlin & 

eppe and Rettinger & Hoffherr. 

In the afternoon the wagons had been 


loaded, and then a request was made for a 


police escort to accompany the loads. The 
owners of the butchers’ shops were with 
the loads to encourage their men and offer 
such assistance as they could. 

A crowd awaited the wagons. The drivers 
were hooted and jeered, but they kept their 
seats and waited for a signal to leave the 
packing plant. Shortly after 6 o'clock in

the evening the wagons started. Three po- 
licemen were detailed to follow the men 
and prevent trouble. 

The crowd held back from open violence 
until the wagons reached the Twelfth 
Street viaduct. The wagons first passed 
the viaduct on State Street, but as the 
crowd enlarged and the threats were in- 
creased it was deemed advisable to return 
the wagons to the packing house plants. 
The crowd had rapidly increased, and the 
wagons could not be driven through the 
dense masses. The three policemen tried 
to frighten the crowd by a display of 
weapons, but while they were attempting 
te guard two. wagons each the strikers and 
their sympathizers removed the nuts on the 
axles and cut the traces. 

The strikers climbed into the wagons and 
threw the meat into the street. The three 
rolicemen erd tne eight drivers, aided by 
the owners of the shops, fought the mob, 
but they were kLeing rapidly overpowered. 
Police Sergeant Mocney was passing on a 
State Street car. He pushed his way 


: —— the crovd and took a place near 


one of the wagons where the fighting was 
the thickest. As he did so he was seen by 
Edward Allen, colored. 

Allen, it is said, was six months ago sent 
to the Bridewell by Sergt. Mooney. The 
colored man was wielding a razor, and he 
threw himself at the Police Sergeant. The 
two grappled and fought in the mud until 
the colored man, it is said, had cut the 
Sergeant twice over the head with the 
razor. Allen was pulled away by another 
policeman. Mooney was taken to the Sa- 
nen Hospital. His injuries are not 
atal. 


POLICEMEN FIGHT CROWD. 


Policeman Weber had forced his way to 
a patrol box and sent in a riot call. Patrol 
wagons from the Central, Harrison Street, 
Twenty-second Street, Cottage Grove Ave- 
nue, and Thirty-fifth Street Police Stations 
were sent to the scene. The policemen sur- 
rounded the wagons and fought back the 
crowd. Clubs were used and revolvers 
were drawn to intimidate the mob. Slow- 
ly the attacking party gave way, and in 


the scrimmage the police arrested six men, 
among them Allen. 

Five patrol wagons were detailed to ac- 
company the meat wagons. First the meat 
owners rescued the meat from the muddy 
street and then, under heavy guard, drove 
to their places of business. 

The six prisoners were placed in a patrol 
wagon and started for the Harrison Street 
station. A crowd followed the wagon and 
threatened the policemen. At Taylor 
Street the wagon stopped. The horses could 
not be driven through the crowd. As the 
wagon stopped and the policemen ordered 
back the crowd, another fight startéd. 
The horses were taken from the patrol 
wagon and the six prisoners were for a 
time released. The officers fought hard 
and the crowd was forced back. The pris- 
oners were again loaded into the wagon 
and the horses attached. With the crowd 
shouting and _ threatening, the patrol 
wagon was driven to the police station 
without a stop and the six men were 
locked in cells. 

Froehlin & Heppe said that they had 
saved a week's supply of meat. Rettinger 
& Hoffherr also saved most of their meat. 
Twelve policemen were placed in front of 
each of the stores to protect the places 
from attack through the night. One hun- 
dred and fifty extra policemen were sent to 
the packing plants at Sixteenth and State 
Streets to be on guard through the night. 

Later in the evening a crowd gathered in 
front of the Frohlin & Heppe store and 
threatened the police guarding it. Stones 
were thrown and the windows broken. A 
hurry call for help drove away the mob. 

In the fight at the Twelfth Street viaduct, 
where the police were severely handled. 
Lieut. Moore was knocked down and dazed 
by a heavy stone. He recovered and con- 
tinued his duty. George Froehling, a butch- 
er, was knccked down and his skull fract- 
ured by a heavy missile. He was taken to 
his room, where he is in a serious condition. 
It is thought that he will recover. 

One hundred and sixty policemen were 
transferred from the South Side stations 
to the stock yards at midnight to prevent 
trouhle to-morrow morning. It is said 
that- packing companies have brought 
into Chicago several carloads sf colored 
men, and that the men will be placed at 
work to-morrow morning. If this is done it 
is thought that there may be an outbreak 
in the stock yards, and the police are pre- 
paring to handle any trouble that may re- 
sult. 

During the fighting thirty-eight prisoners 
were taken by the police. 


BIG STORE MANAGERS MEET.

CHICAGO, June 2.—Managers of the State 
Street department stores held a meeting at 
noon to-day in the office of Marshall Field 
& Co.'s retail store and decided to stand by 
each other on the questions confronting 
them in relation to the Drivers’ Union 
agreement, which has caused a strike at 
the Fair. Details of what took place are 
refused by the managers. 

No deliveries of merchandise were made at 
the Fair to-day because of the strike of the 
drivers of its wagons, which took effect 
Saturday. The strike was declared by De- 
partment Store Delivery Drivers’ Union, 
No. 14. About eighty drivers are involved. 
The agreement was presented last Wednes- 
day to the managers of all of the depart- 
ment. stores. 

The drivers say that they had the alter- 


native of leaving the union or the fair 
they left the fair. They say that if BB a 
from the fair are delivered by any other 
store wagons with non-union drivers there 
will be a strike which will tie up the whole 
retail and wholesale dristrict of Chicago. 
They claim support of the Teamsters’ 
Union, and that a general strike of haulers 
may come. a

ENGINE LOST IN RIVER.

GLENWOOD SPRINGS, Col., June 2.—A 


Denver and Rio Grande passenger train 
with through passengers from the coast 
was wrecked thirteen miles east of Glen- 
wood Springs last night by colliding with a 
huge boulder on a sharp curve at the edge 
of Grand River. 

The engine jumped the track and sank 
out of sight to the bottom of the river. En- 
gineer “ Matt” Flynn and Fireman Kilpat- 
rick were carried down with it, but pulled 
themselves to the top of the cab. 

Kilpatrick seized a tree and floated 
ashore. Flynn, holding to a tie kept in the 


centre of the stream, was pursued for fiy 

miles on the bank by a hundred passengers. 
A dispatch was sent to the next station, 
five miles east. An old boat was procured 
and with only broken planks for oars W.

FUGITIVES IN RAID 
SHOOT AT PURSUERS 


Man Trying to Escape from Pool- 
room Hit and May Die. 


Revolvers Deliberately Used by Men 


Who Had Succeeded in Getting 


Away—Capt. Delaney’s Alleged 


Reluctance to Help 


Jerome’s Men. 


Fleeing gamblers surprised in a big pool- 
room in Forty-second Street, near Lexing- 
ton Avenue, by a raiding party from the 
office of District Attorney Jerome yester- 
day afternoon in pure, wanton vengeance 
turned and opened fire with revolvers on 
the officers of the law. 

Scenes of wild excitement were going on 
all around at the time. More than 100 men 
had been cornered in the place and were 
making desperate efforts to escape. Some 
were leaping from the windows of the 
room, which was on the first floor, dozens 
of others plunged through a trap door into 
the cellar to escape arrest, needlessly, too, 
for Mr. Jerome’s men knew for whom they 
had come and they took no one else. 

The men who began the shooting had no 
such excuse as might have applied to the 
others, for they had gained the roof of 
the building and from that had leaped into 
an alley opening into the public thorough- 
fare close to the Grand Central Station. 
The way to freedom was clear before them. 
One of their bullets whistled close to the 
temple of Deputy Assistant District Attor- 
ney Chadwick, the leader of the raiding 
party. An instant later James McCoy, 
forty-five years old, who described himself 
as a hotel keeper at Forty-second Street 
and Lexington Avenue and was trying to 
escape from the raiders, fell from the roof 
with a bullet in the back of his head. 


WOUND DISCOVERED AT HOSPITAL. 


Two of the hospital physicians, assisted 
by some of the visiting surgeons, operated 
on the man, but failed to locate the bullet. 
At an early hour this morning he was still 
under the influence of ether, and it was not 
expected that he would become conscious 
much before daybreak. The doctors said 
that they could not tell positively .what 
were his chances of recovery. 

It was thought that he was merely 
stunned by the fall, and the bullet hole was 
only discovered when he reached Bellevue. 
He had by that time revived so that he 
was able to walk from the ambulance into 
the reception ward. Then he was taken 
into an operating room, where ether was 
administered to him and the surgeons 
sOught the bullet. It was said afterward 
that”™A most delicate operation had~ been 
performed at the base of the brain, and 
that the man was dying. 

The utter lack of reason for the shooting 
is the most significant feature of the af- 
fray. Old officers who took part in the raid 
said it was the first time since the draft 
riots when the powers of vice had offered 
deliberate resistence and open defiance to 
the law. It was, they argued, as though 
they believed the Government of the city 
was without power to enforce its own man- 
dates and that the officials at its head 
would not be supported by their own sub- 
ordinates or by each other. 

Magistrate Crane, in the Tombs Police 
Court, issued the warrants upon which the 
alleged poolroom was raided. It was in the 


rear of Sherman's Hotel, 152 and 154 East 


Forty-second Street. There were many 
circumstances connected with the fracas, 
which Capt. Delaney, of the East 
Thirty-fifth Street police station will be 
called upon to explain. It is said, that 
when the District Attorney’s men called 
upon him for assistance he refused to let 
them have any of his men, although he 
furnished a patrol wagon, and they had 
to go out of the precinct to Capt. Lantry, 
at the station house in ‘East Fifty-first 
Street, to get the force they needed to suc- 
cessfully invade the place. 

Capt. Delaney himself declared last even- 
ing that Jerome’s men had received all the 
assistance they asked for. He said they 
had come to the Sergeant, who was on duty 
at the station house, and on asking for help 
had promptly been given the patro¥’ wagon 
and five or six men. There was not the 


slightest desire or attempt to hinder them 
the Captain said. 

“That’s what we're here for. We could 
not withhold help if we wanted to,”’ he add- 
ed. At the Hast Fifty-rirst Street Station 
the desk Sergeant said that that precinct 
had not been asked for assistance and that 
none had been given. 

Acting with Mr. Chadwick were Deputy 
Assistant District Atterney Minor, County 
Detectives Dillon, Reardon, Hammond, and 
McLellan, and the police detail, who were 
all in plain clothes. They foregathered at 
the hotel in groups of two and three, while 
the patrol wagon, which had been loaned 
by Capt. Delaney, waited around a con- 
venient corner for such prisoners as the 


raid might yield. 
HOW THE RAID WAS MADE. 


All was ready at 2:30 o’clock, when the 
raiders, mingling with the crowds that 
lin@éad the bar in the saloon attached to 
Sherman’s, had seen scores of men pass 
from the drinking place through a narrow 
door and into a building in the rear. Chad- 


wick gave the agreed signal then, and they 
made their rush. The doorkeeper of the 
rear building, however, saw and recognized 
them and slammed the door in their faces. 

There were bolts and bars on the door, 
but the man had time to shoot but a single 
one when Chadwick, who won distinction 
as the centre rush of the Yale football 
eleven of 1897, threw his brawny bulk 
against it and burst it from its fastenings. 

is men followed close behind him into 
the crowded room, from which they took 
with the prisoners a great mass of racing 
ecards, sheets, and tickets, and other pool- 
room paraphernalia. 

Panic seized upon every one before the 
officers could announce that the raid was 
on warrants and they only meant to take 
those who were called for by the court. 
One man was sitting In a latticed enclos- 
ure counting over a huge pile of bills and a 
smaller stack of coin. He knew they were 
after him apparently, and he had evidently 
rehearsed for just such an emergency. He 
darted for a ladder leading to the roof. 
Another followed, and they gained it before 
Chadwick, Reardon, and McLellan, who 
jumped to head them off, could intercept 
them. 

The first of the men leaped into the alley 
where were standing a number who had 
already come through the windows and 
knew that they were now safe from pur- 
suit. Then it was that one of the men in 
the alley whipped out a heavy revolver, 
and leveled it at one of the officers, a 
small man, who stood silhouetted upon the 
roof of the rear structure, and fired. Other

shots followed in quick succession as Mc- 
Coy rolled over the edge, and the officers 
of the law leaped down with their revoly- 
ers in hand ready for action. 

McCoy lay upon a heap of old lumber 
where he had fallen while the others ran 
out of the alley and scattered.

They remained closeted 
with Capt. Delaney for about ten minutes, 
and then with the Captain went to Sher- 
man’s Hotel. Newspaper men were or- 
dered from the premises after Dillon had 
shown the door which Chadwick had bat- 
tered down. Soon afterward the party 
appeared in the alley where they struck 
matches and appeared to be making a care- 
ful search for something. Then they 
came into the street. 

“All right, Captain, I'm much obliged,” 
said Mr. Jerome, with a distinct note of 
sarcasm in his voice. “I’m going to see 
the poor chap. I understand he is dying.”’ 

Mr. Jerome and Capt. Delaney and the 
county detectives then started for Bellevue, 
an immense crowd accompanying them 
which swelled till the hospital gates were 
reached. Mr. Jerome and Capt. Delaney 
went to the surgical ward where McCoy 
was lying unconscious, and they came away 
after the reports as to the grave nature of 
the man’s injury had been fully confirmed. 

The address given by McCoy as his home 
is the Vanderbilt Hotel. An inquiry at 
the Vanderbilt last night elicited the reply 
seat no one there knew anything about 
iim. 


OIL COMPANIES CONSOLIDATED.

AUSTIN, Texas, June 2.—One of the 
largest consolidations of Texas oil interests 
that has occurred since the opening of the 
Beaumont oil field was consummated to- 
day by the filing in the Secretary of State’s 
office here of the charter of the Star Oil 
Company, which has a capital stock of 
$10,000,000. 

There have been merged into this cor- 
poration all the holdings and interests of 
the San Oii Refining Company, Homer Oil 
Company, Diamond Crude Oil Company, 
Texas Grizer Oil Company, Saratoga Oil 
and Pipe Line Company, Texas Standard 
and Line Company, Omaha-Texas Oil 
Company, Eastern Texas Oil and Develop- 
ment Company, Texas Fuel Oil Company, 
and the Texas Petroleum and Refining 
Company, all of Beaumont. 

This Amalgamated Company has a pipe 
line eighteen miles long, running from its 
several oil wells to Port Arthur; four stor- 
age tanks, each of 50,000 barrels capacity, 
and two storage tanks each of 35,000 bar- 
rels capacity. It also owns thirty-two 
large settling tanks, and is building a 
storage reservoir which will have a capaci- 
ty of 650,000 barrels. The incorporators 
are principally Iowa men, W. E. Brice of 
Towa City, Iowa, being at the head of the 
corporation. It is one of the most powerful 
corporations operating in the Texas oil 
fields. 


METROPOLITAN RAILWAY 
HAS A GOOD SHOWING.

ALBANY, June 2.—The report of the Met- 
ropolitan Street Railway Company for the 
quarter ended March 31, just made to the 
State Railroad Commission, shows phe- 
nomenal results in operating the system, 
in that its operating cost was less than 
half its earnings for the quarter, and with 
the taxes on all its property used in 
operating the road and on earnings and 
capital stock, but 4%4 per cent. above half 
the earnings. 

This statement is looked upon as marve- 
lous by railroad men, who believe that 
there is not another big railroad system in 
a large city in the country can show any- 
thing like such good results. 

The Niagara Gorge Railroad is the only 
road in New York State that has shown 
smaller operating cost. Its December 
quarterly report gave the operating cost 
as 32 per cent. of its earnings. This rep- 
resented the enormous travel drawn to 
the Gorge Road by the Pan-American Ex- 
position. But the March quarter more than 
made up for the small cost of the preced- 
ing quarter, the figures for it being 320 
per cent. of the earnings. Here are the 
principal figures to be taken from the re- 
port of the Metropolitan Street Railway, 
just made, which tell the story:

LOWDON IN WILD” 
JOY OVER PEAGE 


Repetition of the Great Mafe- 
king Celebration. 


Hundreds of Thousands Throng 
the Streets and Create Pan- 
demonium — An Under- 
current of Discontent. 


LONDON, June 2.—The peace in South 
Africa and its very elastic terms were wel« 
comed in London to-night with a mild repee 
tition of the Mafeking celebration. Hune 
dreds of thousands of people surged 
through the streets of London from Whites 
chapel to Buckingham Palace, but never at 
any time did the density of the crowds 
equal that of those which created the verb 
= to maffick.”’ 

To-night there was a tremendous noise in 
the streets, composed of a pandemonium 
of horns and cheers and the coarse jests of 
costers, but the abandon which marked 
the announcement of the reliefs ¢f Mafek- 
ing and Ladysmith was lacking. 

Women, many of them carrying babies; 
boys, drunken loafers, and others, glad of 
any excuse to defy law and order, were the 
principal elements in the ragged proces- 
sions which wended their ways through 
the city, through Pall Mall and up Piccae 
dilly. 

The crowds concentrated in Regent 
Street, and especially in the Strand, and 
let themselves loose. Women of the lower 
class jabbed men in the faces with feathe 
ers, indiscriminately flung as an apology 
for confetti, and in turn were hugged and 
kissed by any man who found time for 
such a diversion. A few helpless policemen 
stood around and watched the fun. 

One of the favorite decorations with the 
crowd was a cluster of red, white, and blue 
stripes wound around a tall hat. American 
visitors in London, who to-night saw the 
city crazy for the first time, freely ex- 
pressed their utter astonishment at the 
scenes, and ingenuously asked: ‘‘ Were 
the Mafeking celebrations worse than 
this?"’ This question called forth a re« 
sponse from the Americans resident in Lon- 
don as follows: ‘* Why, this isn’t a circume 
stance to Mafeking.”’ 

A very serious undercurrent of discontent 
is probably responsible for the fact that 
London has not been entirely given over to 
the wildest debauch. An old soldier, who 
stood apart from the boisterous crowds and 
refused to ‘“‘ maffick,”’ said bitterly: 

“Peace with honor! It seems to me we’ve 
got all the peace and the Boers have all the 
honor.” 

This idea was echoed in more thinking 
quarters. The Liberal members of the 
House. of Commons declared freely to- 
might 
have been secured a year earlier and upon 
better terms had not the British Govern- 
ment been so obdurate, 


AMERICAN FLAGS SEEN. 


The decorations and illuminations ot 
London took on a more organized form as 
the peace news grew older. The American 
and the Irish flags figured largely among 
the decorations, while the new ensign of 
the Australian Federation made its first 
appearance in a national celebration. 

The words ‘‘God Save the King” were 
very generally inscribed across the union 
jacks exhibited. This was a sort of uncon- 
scious tribute of the National belief that 
peace in South Africa was due more to 
King Edward's personal influence than to 
any other cause. 


A company of negro minstrels and other 
public singers in London to-night took ad- 
vantage of the occasion frequently to sing 
“*God Save the King.” 

A curious feature of the night’s street 
scenes was that banners were carried in 
several processions bearing the inscription 
** Bravo, Buller!’’ Not a cab or carriage 
or bus that was driven through the streets 
to-night was not decorated with flags or 
some other sign of rejoicing. 

There was a general jubilation in St. 
James's Park. The large crowds which 
had assembled there waited until a late 
hour for a chance to give members of the 
royal family, bound for Buckingham Palace, 
a passing cheer or a toot from a paper 
trumpet. 

At the height of the rejoicing a hearse 
passed through Piccadilly, and even the 
undertaker’s assistants, who are known as 
mutes, waved Union Jacks. 

Throughout the evening the crowds ex- 
hibited the utmost good humor, and while 
some of the worst elements in London took 
advarttage of the opportunity to disgrace 
themselves, the announcement of peace, on 
the whole, was received with merely mild 
‘‘mafficking.’’ This was somewhat atoned 
for by the uproarious scenes in the fash- 
ionable restaurants. 

The people who were dining in these 
places vociferously joined in -with the or- 
chestras when popular airs were rendered, 
and then indulged in what was termed @ 
‘battle of napkins,’’ in which these arti- 
cles were knotted up and thrown around 
the dining rooms indiscriminately. In the 
restaurants the amusement was heightened 
by the uproarious waving of British flags. 

The rejoicing began early in the day. 
when crowds of suburbanites poured into 

| London and converged toward the usual: 
centres, the Mansion House, Royal Ex-+ 
change, Trafalgar Square, &c., and quickly 
bedecked themselves with tiny flags, but- 
tons, and badges. 

The earliest demonstrations occurred on 
the Stock Exchange, where the members 
arrived an hour earlier than usual, and’ 
began bidding up of South African securi- 
fies and consols. On the official opening 
“God Save the King’ was sung by ala 
resent, and a telegram was dispatched ta 
Bord Kitchener as follows: 

“The members of the London Stock Ex- 
change join with the rest of the British 
Empire in rejoicing at the happy end of 
the lengthened campaign. Peace with 
honor is a fitting prelude to peaceful coro-, 
nation celebrations. Heartiest congratula-~ 
tions to Your Lordship and the brave boys 
with you.” i 

The members of the Stock Exchang 
then marched to the Mansion House an 
serenaded the Lord Mayor, Sir Joseph C. 
Dimsdale, and afterward resumed busi- 
ness, but without much heart for their 


work. 
A LEVEE AT ST. JAMES’S. 


Later in the day a levee at St. James’s 
Palace and a Cabinet meeting in Downing 
Street attracted immense crowds. Thou- 
sands of people awaited the arrival of the’ 
Cabinet Ministers, and the scenes which 
greeted the popular favorites have not been 

equaled in many years. Many of the Min- 


isters wore Court dress, on account of hav- 
ing to be present at the levee, which added 
to the attractiveness of the occasion. 

It is almost needless to add that Joseph 
Chamberlain, the Colonial Secretary, came 
in for special attention from the masses. 
The police were unable to hold them_in. 
bounds, and crowds surged around Mr. 
Chamberlain's carriage, hurrahi and 
shouting congratulatins until the Colonial 
Secretary escaped within the building. 

On the adjournment of the Cabinet meet- 
ing the crowds repaired to Buckingham 
Palace and St. James’s Palace, and further 
relieved their feelings by cheering the King 
and other notabilities who attended the 





levee, at which the United States Ambassa- 
dor, Joseph H. Choate, and all the mem- 
bers of the Embassy, and a number of spe- 
cial coronation envoys were present.

An immense phonograph, with a monster 
horn attached, had been hoisted to the top 
of the church tower. The meen: raph was 
operated by the Rev. Aylmer Scott, the 
local vicar, and it transmitted the peace 
dispatches, word for word, so loudly that 
they could be heard in a radius of half a 
mile from the tower. 4 

After this had been done the Union Jack 
Was run up on the tower flagstaff and the 
phonograph sang the national anthem, in 
which the whole neighborhood joined clam- 
orously.

TEAMS OF PEACE 
WITH THE BOERS 


Burghers Required to Swear 
Allegiance to King Edward. 


SELFGOVERNMENT GRANTED 


Dutch Language Retained in 


Schools and Courts — Fer- 
mission to Carry Arms— 
$15,000,000 to Aid in 
Restoring Home- 
steads. 


LONDON, June 2.—Not in years has the 
House of Commons been so thronged with a 
brilliant and enthusiastic audience as when 
the First Lord of the Treasury and Gov- 
ernment leader in the House, A. J. Balfour, 
announced this afternoon the peace terms 
concluded with the Boers. 

An hour before the House met a targe 
crowd on Whitehall vociferously cheered 
the notable politicians, particularly the 
Colonial Secretary, Joseph Chamberlain, 
who walked unconcernedly from the Co- 
lonial Office, with a broad smile on his 
face. 

Long before the customary prayer the 
galleries of the House were packed. 
Joseph H. Choate, the United States Am- 
bassador; Henry White, the Secretary of 
the Embassy; Lord Rothschild, and many 
members of the Cabinet patiently waited 
through the answering of questions in the 
House for the momentous announcement. 
An unusually large number of peers sat in 
their gallery, and behind the ladies’ grill 
aristocratic women were closely packed. 
Noticeable among them was Lary Sarah 
who thus saw the end of the 


part. 

Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Balfour re- 
ceived great ovations as they walked to 
their seats, Mr. Chamberlain's reception 
being by far the more enthusiastic of the 
two. 

The lobbies and waiting rooms were 
crowded with disappointed seekers for 
seats, among whom were many Americans. 

The period of waiting finally came to an 
end. Amid breathless silence, broken a 
few seconds later by applause such as the 
House of Commons seldom heers, Mr. Bal- 
four stood up and announced the terms on 
which the war in South Africa had been 
ended. The reference to the Boers ac- 
knowledging King Edward as their sover- 
eign made the hit of the day, being greeted 
with a salvo of “ Hear, hears!” and ap- 
plause from the galleries, the occupants of 
which refused to be silenced. 

As the liberality of the terms grew 
plainer, the cheers on the Government side 
of the House diminished, while the Oppo- 
sition’s satisfaction was proportionately 
increased. 

Through all this the Irish members sat 
impassive, though earlier in the afternoon 
they had startled the House by a demon- 
stration, which at first was thought to be 
in honor of peace, but which, it was soon 
discovered, was caused by the reappearance 
in the house of William Redmond, who has 
just returned from the United States. 

Mr. Balfour arose at 2:40 P. M. and an- 
nounced the terms of peace in South Afri¢a, 
as follows: 

THE TERMS OF PEACE. i 


**His Excellency Lord Milner, in behalf 
of the British Government; his Excellency 
Mr. Steyn, Gen. Bremner, Gen. C. R. De 
Wet, and Judge Hertzog, acting in behalf 
of the Orange Free State, and Gen. Schalk- 
Burger, Gen. Reitz, Gen. Louis Botha, and 
Gen. De la Rey, acting in behalf of their 
respective burghers, desiring to terminate 
the present hostilities, agree to the fol- 
lowing terms: 

“The burgher forces in the field will 
forthwith lay down their arms and hand 
over all their guns, rifles, and ammunition 
of war in their possession, or under their 
control, and desist from further resistance, 
and acknowledge King Edwad VII. as their 
lawful sovereign. 

‘The manner and details of this sur- 
render will be arranged between Lord 
Kitchener and Commandant General Botha, 
assisted by Gen. De la Rey and Chigf Com- 
mandant De Wet. 

“* Second—All burghers outside the lMmits 
of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, 
and all prisoners of war at present outside 
South Africa, who are burghers, will, on 
duly declaring their acceptance of the posi- 
tion of subjects of his Majesty, be brought 
back to their homes so soon as means of 
transport can be provided, and means of 
subsistence assured. 

“Third—The burghers so returning will 
not be deprived of their personal liberty or 
property. 

‘“‘Fourth—No proceeding, civil or crimi- 
nal, will be taken against any burghers 
surrendering, or so returning, for any acts 
in connection with the prosecution of the 
war. The benefits of this clause do not 
extend to certain acts contrary to the 
usages of war, which had been notified by 
the Commander in Chief to the Boer Gen- 
erals, and which shall be tried by court- 
martial after the close of hostilities. 

“Fifth—The Dutch language will be 
taught in public schools of the Transvaal 
and Orange River Colony where the parents 
desire it, and will be allowed in the courts 
of law for the better and more effectual 
administration of justice. 

“ Sixth--Possession of rifles will be al- 
lowed in the Transvaal and Orange River 
Colony to persons requiring them for their 
protection, on taking out a license, accord- 
ing to law. 

“Seventh—The military administration of 
the Transvaal and Orange River Colony 
will, at the earliest possible date, be suc- 
ceeded by a Civil Government, and, so soon 
as circumstances permit, representative in- 
stitutions, leading up to self-government, 
will be introduced. 

“Eighth—The question of granting the 
franchise to natives will not be decided 
until after the introduction of self-govern- 
ment, 

*“Ninth—No special tax will be imposed 
on landed property in the Transvaal or 
Orange River Colony fo defray the ex- 
penses of the war. 

**Tenth—So soon as the conditions permit 
it, a commission, on which the local inhab- 
itants will be represented, will be appoint- 
ed in each district of the Transvaal and 
Orange River Colony, under the Presidency 
of a Magistrate or other official, for the 
purpose of assisting in the restoration of 
the people to their homes, and supplying 
those who, owing to war losses, are unable 
to provide for themselves, with food and 
shelter, and the necessary amount of seed, 
stock, and implements, &c., indispensable to 
the resumption of their normal occupations. 
His Majesty’s Government will place at the 
disposal of these commissions the sum o: 
£3,000,000 ($15,000,000) and will allow all the 
notes issued under the law of 1900 of the 
South African Republic, and all receipts 
given up to officers in the field of the late 
republics, or under their orders, to be pre- 
sented to a judicial commission, which will 
be appointed by the Government, and if 
such notes and receipts are found by this 
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turn for valuable considerations they will 
be received by the first-named commissions 
as evidence of war losses suffered by the 
persons to which they were originally given. 

“In addition to the above-named free 
grant of £3,000,000, His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment will be prepared to make advances, 
on loan, for the same purposes, free of in- 
terest for two years, and afterward repay- 
able over a period of years with 3 per cent. 
interest. No foreigner or rebel will be en- 
titled to benefit under this clause.” 


CAPE AND NATAL REBELS. 


After he had concluded reading the peace 
agreement, Mr. Balfour proceeded: 

‘“‘There are certain important points not 
dealt with in the document I have just 
read, and which was signed on Saturday 
night. Therefore it may be convenient if 
I read a dispatch from Lord Kitchener to 
the Secretary of State for War, dated May 
30, as follows: 

“*After handing the Boer delegates a 
copy of the draft of the agreement I read 
them a statement and gave them a copy 
of it, as follows: 

“*“ His Majesty's Government must 
place on record that the treatment of ihe 
Cape and Natal colonists who have been in 
rebellion, and who now surrender, will, if 
they return to their colonies, be determined 
by the Colonial Courts and in accordance 
with the laws of the colonies, and any 
British subjects who have joined the enemy 
will be liable to trial under the law of that 
part of the British Empire to which they 
belong. 

“<“ His Majesty’s Government are in- 
formed by the Cape Government that their 
views regarding the terms to be granted to 
British subjects in Cape Colony, now in the 
field, or who have surrendered or been 


captured since April 12, 1901, are as fol- 
lows: 


““*“ With regard to the rank and file, they 


should all, after surrender and giving up 
their arms, sign a document before the 
resident magistrate of the district in which 
they surrender acknowledging themselves 
guilty of a treason, and the punishment 
to be accorded them, provided they are not 
guilty of murder or acts contrary to the 
usages of civilized warfare, shall be that 
they are not entitied, for life, to be regis- 
tered as voters, or vote in any parliament- 
ary or provincial Council or municipal elec- 
on. 

“**"With reference to Justices of the 
Peace, Field Cornets, and all others who 
held official positions under the Govern- 
ment of Cape Colony, or who have been 
occupying a position of authority, or who 
have held commands in the rebel or burgh- 
er forces, they shall be tried for high treas- 
on before the ordinary courts of the coun- 
try, or such special courts as may here- 
after be constituted, their punishment to 
be left to the discretion of such court, with 
the proviso that in no case shall the penal- 
ty of death be inflicted. 

“***The Natal Government are of the 
opinion that rebels should be dealt with 
according to the law of that colony.”’’ 

“These arrangements,” concluded Mr. 
Balfour, “‘ the Government have approved.” 

Sir Henry —ameuet Bannerman, the Lib- 
eral leader, in behalf of the opposition, said 
unbounded satisfaction would be felt 
throughout the empire at the conclusion of 
peace. They were unanimous in admiration 
of their late enemies, now their friends 
and fellow-citizens, whose military quali- 
ties, tenacity of purpose, and self-sacrific- 
ing devotion to liberty and country, had 
won them the respect of the whole world, 
and, foremost of all, the respect of their 
opponents. Every member would offer 
congratulations to the King and to the 
country, on the thrice blessed restoration 
of peace, 

Mr. Balfour, having announced that the 
Government would take an early oppor- 
tunity of moving a vote of thanks to Lord 
Kitchener and the forces in South Africa, 
the members of the House of Commons re- 
turned to their ordinary avocations. 

The tension was over, and when Mr. Bal- 
four's statement was concluded every one 
seemed glad of the opportunity for a hearty 
laugh, caused by the Government leader's 
humorous quashing of the suggestion that 
the Commons adjourn in honor of peace. 
Then the House, in which even members 
could not find seats, was emptied, and 
diplomats, Indian Rajahs, in gorgeous 
robes; Peers and Peeresses, and Common- 
ers and their guests trooped into the lobby, 
when general congratulations followed. 

Various objections to the peace térms 
were expressed, but they did not appear 
to be very serious. The Irish viewpoint 
was that the Government has given up 
practically everything and that the regula- 
tions, affectin the Cape rebels will he 
done away th, in conséquence of the 
King’s amnesty proclamation. 

Mr. Choate did a lot of handshaking and 
took part in the general congratulations. 

In the purlieus of Westminster large 
crowds waited long after it was seen that 
the day’s session of the House of Commons 
was over, hoping for another chance to 
cheer some of the leaders. 


ANNOUNCED TO THE PEERS. 


Lord Salisbury, After Eulogizing Am- 
bassador Pauncefote, Reads the 
Terms of Peace. 


LONDON, June 2.—The Prince of Wales 
and the Duke of Cambridge went to the 
House of Lords to hear the peace statement 
of the Premier, Lord Salisbury. There was 
a large attendance of Peers and Peeresses. 

Lord Salisbury, before mentioning South 
Africa, referred to the great loss which the 
empire had sustained on the death of Lord 


Pauncefote, the British Ambassador at 
Washington, ‘“‘who had done more than 
any one man to cement the union of the 
two great Anglo-Saxon races, which is one 
of the healthiest and most promising indica- 
tions of the time.” 

Lord Tweedmouth, Liberal, and Lord 
Rosebery associated themselves with the 
Premier's tribute. 

Lord Salisbury then remarking that he 
hoped the agreed on terms of surrender 
would bring the lamentable state of things 
in South frica to an end, proceeded to 
read the terms of the agreement arrived at 
with the Boers. 

Lord Rosebery expressed his hearty, un- 
stinted, and unreserved congratulations. 


STORY OF THE NEGOTIATIONS. 


Boers Made First Overtures March 12— 
First Demands Were Based on In- 
dependence—The Final Meeting. 


LONDON, June 2.—A _ Parliamentary 
paper, issued this evening, gives the corre- 
spondence preceding the peace agreement. 
From this it appears that Gen. Schalk- 
Burger, Acting President of the Trans- 
vaal, informed Lord Kitchener March 12 
that he was prepared to make peace pro- 
posals. A month later the Boer delegates 
submitted propositions. On April 13 the 
War Secretary, Mr. Brodrick, refused to 
entertain any propositions based on the 
independence of the republics. Subsequent- 
ly President Steyn of the Orange Free 
State and Gens. Schalk-Burger and Botha 
Geclared that the surrender of independence 
must be submitted to the Burghers in the 
field. The British Government expressed 
surprise at this attitude, but announced its 
willingness to accept the Boers’ surrender 
on the same terms that Lord Kitchener had 
previously offered Gen. Botha, and to give 
facilities for a consultation of the Boer 
commands. 

On May 17 Gen. Schalk-Burger and Mr. 
Steyn informed Lord Kitchener that the 
burghers assembled in Vereeniging had 
empowered a commission to negotiate peace 
terms, subject to ratification at Vereenig- 
ing. Lord Milner, Lord Kitchener, and the 
Boer commission met May 19. The latter 
offered to surrender the independence of 
the republics, as regards foreign relations, 
to surrender part of their territory, and re- 


tain self-government under British super- 
vision. These proposals were forthwith re- 
ected. The same day Loi Milner, Gen. 
muts, and Judge Hertzog drew up a form 
of agreement, to be submitted to the con- 
ference at Vereniging, for a yes or no vote, 
This was very similar to the final agree- 
ment, and, with few alterations, was ap- 
proved by Mr. Chamberlain, who, in giving 
notice of his coprere’, told Lord Milner he 
must inform the Boers that unless it was 
accepted within a fixed limit of time the 
conference would be considered ended and 
his Majesty's Government would not be 
bound in any way by the present declera- 
tions. The Boers asked to allowed until 
Saturday night to give an answer, and the 
result was seen in the termination of the 


war.

“It is a disappointment for Germans 
that we have carried our burden without 
a sign of distress and that we have come 
out of our struggle stronger and more 
respected than we were when we en- 
tered. We have gained by the war not 
only the imperial position which was as- 
sailed, but a new consolidation of the re- 
sources of the empire and the magnifi- 
cent development of nascent imperial 
sympathies. It is a very considerable ad- 
vantage that we have cemented the 
friendship we most highly prize, which 
finds expression in the generous and 
sympathetic comments of the New York 
press, and it is a minor advantage that 
we have also discovered beyond all doubt 
where lies the most bitter jealousy of ‘our 
power.” 


DISAPPOINTMENT IN GERMANY. 


No State Was So Eager to Encourage 
the Boer Hopes of an Indepen- 
dent Nationality.

LONDON, June 3.—The Times's corre- 
spondent in Berlin says that German 
comments on peace represent to a great 
extent reflections of impotent malice and 
disappointment or despairing resigna- 
tion. No State was so eager as Germany 
to encourage Boer ideas of an independ- 
ent nationality, evidences of which date 
back eighteen years, when the German 
Government set the tune to which pub- 
lic opinion danced. When the futility of 
this policy was exposed it was too late 
to call back the forces of hate and 
calumny which had been loosed. 

If the German Government now 
washes its hands in innocence as it did 
after the Spanish-American war, it must 
be remembered that the semi-official 
press attributed the prohibition of Mr. 
Kruger's visit after he left South Africa 
to purely prudential considerations. The 
English should bear in mind the efforts 
to sow trouble between England and 
Russia and even between England and 
America are unabated, though in the 
case of America the recent splendid dem- 
onstration' of good feeling by Americans, 
particularly President Roosevelt's noble 
tribute to Lord Pauncefote, for the mo- 
ment dissipated German intrigues.

BERLIN, June 2.—The business classes 
of Germany are glad that the war in South 
Africa is over, and expect to share in the 
new impulse to the business of the world 
resulting from the revival of financial con- 
fidence in London. Some South African 
orders which were placed with Berlin 
houses during the month of May, condi- 
tional upon peace in South Africa, will now 
be filled. 

The Vossische Zeitung to-day publishes 
an article in which it cautions its readers 
against indulging in overexpectations of 
the new condition in South Africa, because, 
the paper says, ‘‘Mr. Chamberlan, the 


British Colonial Secretary, seems intent 
upon reserving the colonial markets for the 
mother country.” ; 

Almost all the newspapers to-day print 
eulogies of Boer valor and steadfastness, 
and lament pathetically that the Boers 
succumbed to a power a hundredfold great- 
er than their own. 


BELGIAN PRESS COMMENT.

LONDON, June 3.—Apropos of the dec- 
laration of peace The Times correspond- 
ent in Brussels says the Belgian press 
shows a general tendency to bury the 
hatchet while indulging in a final fling 
at England with respect to the war itself.

ain must show a real spirit of generosity 
in order to efface the impression created 
by the past policy. 

Le Journal severely condemns Mr. 
Kruger and Dr. Leyds, saying the terms 
of peace are practically the same as 
those offered a year ago; therefore last 
year’s fighting, which was merely wast- 
ed, must have been due to the attitude 
of the Boer delegates in Europe.

GEN. PEARSON’S PLANS.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Gen. Samuel 
Pearson, the Boer representative in this 
country, said to-night that he intended to 
call to-morrow at the British Embassy and 
ask for transportation to South Africa. 

“Under the peace terms,” .said Gen. 
Pearson, ‘Great Britain agrees to send 
the Burghers back home, wherever they 
may be. I have been ruined by the war 


and I have not a sixpence to my name.”

S. WULFF VERY MUCH ALIVE. 


Says He Was Nearly Killed Trying to 
Convince His Friends that He 
Was Not Dead. 

S. Wulff, a promoter of mines, had a busy 
time yesterday trying to convince his 
friends that he was not dead. And as he 
sat perspiring and out of breath in his 
chair in his office at 34 New Street ex- 
plaining to a newspaper man that he was 
very much alive, he declared that nothing 
had come so near killing him as his day's 
effort to prove that he had not “ shuffled 

off this mortal coil.” 

His troubles were all due to a dispatch 
which was printed in a morning newspaper 
yesterday. It came from Chicago and an- 
nounced that one L. Wachsmann had 
fallen dead in a saloon supposedly from 
poison, and that on his body had been 
found a letter from S. Wulff of 34 New 
Street, which, according to the Chicago de- 
tectives, proved that Wachsmann was a 
member of a New York suicide club of 
which Wulff was also a member, and that 
Wulff had probably also killed himself. 
The letter was written in German and 
some alleged linguist had tried to render 
it into English and had translated into it 
all the marvelous statements on which the 
Chicago sleuths based their deductions A 
la Sherlock Holmes. 

Friends and acquaintances of Mr. Wulff 
in this and other cities read of the affair 


and kept the wires hot with dispatches, 
while the telephone bell was almost worn 
out by the ringing of anxious inquirers. 
The worst of it was that those who called 
up on the ’phone could not believe they 
were talking to Mr. Wulff, so he finally 
made up his mind to go around in person 
and convince them. He also went to his 
bank to inform them, and rode up to Har- 
lem to keep his wife from being frightened 
‘by reporters. 

When he “enw | got back to his office he 
explained to a few newspaper men, who 
had been investigating everything in sight, 
(hoping to find his body in the desk or 
under the sofa,) that he was very fond of 
living, and had no intention of committing 
suicide. ‘‘ Neither did Wachsmann, with 
whom I had business relations,” he said. 
“Poor fellow, he had had heart disease for 
fifteen years, and he dropped dead in the 
saloon. The bottle of supposed poison con- 
tained digitalis or something like that, 
which he took for his malady.” 


CASE OF CHICAGO’S OFFICERS. 


The Secretary of the Navy Has Been 
Informed Regarding Their Con- 
duct at Venice Recently.

Big Gathering in Albany Marks the 
Occasion. 


NIXON INDORSES TRIUMVIRS 


John B. Stanchfield Attacks State and 
New York City Administrations— 
Prominent Democrats Present 
—Congratulations from 
Others.

ALBANY, June 2.—After being located 
elswhere for thirty years the State Demo- 
cratic Headquarters was reopened here to- 
night most auspiciously. The new home 
of the State Democracy is at 119 North 
Pearl Street, corner of Orange, and di- 
agonally opposite the historic two-steeple 
Dutch Reformed Church. It is: spacious, 
nicely furnished, and centrally located, be- 
ing within an easy distance of the Union 
Railway Station. 

The big building was profusely decorated 
without and within by American flags and 
electric lights of different colors. The new 
furnishings of the house were most radiant. 
Red figured Brussels carpets cover the 
halls and stairs, the parlors or reception 
rooms being laid with figured green carpet. 
In the central of the three large drawing 
rooms on the first floor the speaker's ros- 
trum was erected, facing the north. Over 
it is the coat of arms of the State, set off 
with the National colors, and above the 
escutcheon of the Nation. Potted plants 
added to the harmonizing scheme of the 
decorations and furnishings. 

Chairman of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee, Frank Campbell, was early on 
hand, and shortly after his arrival came 
ex-Senator David B. Hill, accompanied by 
Lewis Nixon. Mr. Hill stood at the hall 
door leading into the central room and 
passed the visitors along, shaking hands 
with many and exchanging a word or two. 
Soon the central room was filled, and 
then Mr. Hill had to proceed to one of the 
side rooms in order to reach the platform.

STANCHFIELD’S SPEECH.

John B. Stanchfield was one of the early 
speakers and struck the keynote when he 
declared we have been without a canvass 
and destitute of a thorough organization 
covering every county in the State since 
the days of Governor Flower. We have 
progressed upon an eratic course, like a 
rudderless ship upon a storm-tossed sea. 
This is a meeting for neither reorganiza- 
tion nor harmony. Its purpose is to formu- 
late a policy upon which we can go to 
the people and rally to its support the 
Democrats of the State. 

The crying need of the hour is a presen- 
tation of the issues of the day to the peo- 
ple of the State through the papers pub- 
lished in the interior cities. The opening of 
this establishment assures the result. A 
matter of fully as much importance is the 
reorganization of the County Committees 
throughout the State for the purpose of 
obtaining a full representation of every 
election district of every town in the re- 
spective counties. Within a strong Repub- 
lican territory there are many places en- 
tirely without representation from the 
Democratic Party. This is true to such an 
extent as to require that the polls be 
manned exclusively by Republicans, owing 


to lack of organization. The time bristles 
with issues, 

“The people of the Empire State, as never 
before, are stirred and interested in the 
constantly growing and increasing power 
ot mercantile monopolies. While’ one of 
our foremost captains of industry was re- 
ae entertaining the officials of a West- 
ern State at a banquet, the splendor of 
which eclipsed effeminate Rome in her 
palmiest days, the citizens of his own 
State were rioting for meat.”’

The destruction of our 
eleemosynary institutions for political gain, 
the attempted subjection of the somcnty 
to the same nefarious end, coupled wit 
unexampled scandals in high places and the 
flood of criminal indictments, opens up a 
horizon prophetic of success. 

‘<Not content with subordinating the 
prison system of the State to the domina- 
tion of Albany the last Republican Iegis- 
lature, at the behest of the Governor, over- 
turned the government of the hospitals of 
the State and placed them under the super- 
vision of a salaried official at the capitol. 
The last remnant of political power has 
been taken from the people of given locali- 
tiles and made to subserve a political pur- 
pose. Our hospital system was one of the 
glories of the State. 

“The initiatory step has been taken, and 
if the State remains in Republican control 
we may expect to see the goings and com- 
ings of the judiciary subject to the caprice 
of the Executive. For answer to our indict- 
ment we are told that the Republican 
Party has wiped out the direct tax, but 
there is no decrease in the cost of Govern- 
ment. The money of right belonging to the 
municipality and which ought to be used for 
the public schools, Fire and Police Depart- 
ments, &c., has been taken and appropri- 
ated for the use of the State.

I will not ate 
tempt to discuss the issues on which Dem- 
ocracy will make its fight this Fall, nor 
will | mrake any suggestions, but I believe 
with Mr. Palmer, the Democratic leader in 
the Assembly, that organization should be 
perfected in every town in the State. 

We of New York City, have every confi- 
dence in the State Committee, and if you 
nominate candidates and prepare a plat- 
form such as has been suggested here no 
one will render more earnest eupeer: than 
the organization of Greater New York.” 


NIXON INDORSES TRIUMVERATE. 


Lewis Nixon was given a warm and cor- 
dial greeting and he smilingly showed his 
appreciation of the reception given him. 
His address was brief. He said: ‘ Fellow 
Democrats, I appreciate the wisdom of the 
Democratic State Committee in establishing 


permanent headquarters in Albany. The 
location will do away with a great deal of 
the misunderstanding and misapprehension 
that assisted in defeating the party in the 
past. The Democrats of the City of New 
York and the Democrats of the —— have 
principles in common which they will sup- 
port in the coming campaign. 

“The platform will embody principles of 
economy and regard for public welfare, 
and the framing of this platform will be 
in the hands of men whose wisdom has 
never been doubted. The Democracy must 
cease to be simply anti-Republican. We 
must have principles of our own. The is- 
sues are developing, and I believe that 
when they are properly presented to the 
people that the Democracy will receive 
the support of the masses and will be tri- 
umphant.

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STRIKERS FAIL 
10 FLOOD MINES 


Calling Out of Engineers, Fire- 
men, and Pumpmen Futile. 


COMPANIES KEEP UP STEAM 


Pumps Running in Every Mine 


Except a Few in Hazleton 
District—Places of Strik- 
ers Easily Filled. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., June 2.—The 
plans for ending the anthracite strike 
which gave such promise of success on 
Tuesday and Wednesday last appear to 
have miscarried. I understand the reason 
for this was that some of the leading 
operators do not think the union has yet 
been sufficiently punished and that if any 
peace overtures were now authorized the 
United Mine Workers would want to dic- 
tate terms. To end the strike now would 
be regarded as a victory by the men and 
would mean trouble with the district lead- 
ers for years to come. The question was 
suspended in the balance some forty-eight 
hours, when the conclusion was reached 
that any conciliating overtures prior to 
June 2 would be misunderstood and con- 
sidered a confession by the operators of 
their inability to keep their pumps going. 
I said last week that the order calling out 
the engineers and pumpmen was a tactical 
mistake. The results show it to have been 
@ great blunder. 

The most that can be said of President 
Mitchell’s seemingly specific declaration on 
his return from the West, that he knew 
of no negotiations leading to a settlement 
of the strike issues, is that it is perhaps 
technically true. He is too shrewd to make 
a statement which admits of circumstantial 
contradiction and too good a diplomat to 
tell any more of the truth than is neces- 
sary at the moment. 

That the attempt to flood the mines is a 
failure, and that the union has suffered a 
great and perhaps decisive defeat is ad- 
mitted to-night by all who are willing to 
talk frankly on the subject. The strike 
leaders claim that 80 per cent. of those 
called out responded. This figure is proba- 
bly far in excess of the truth, but, whether 
it is or not, is unimportant. The pumps 
are running in every mine except a few 
which have been intentionally closed in the 
Hazleton district. In the Scranton district 
the order was generally ignored. In the 
Pittston district only the firemen responded 
and their places were readily filled. The 
same is true to a great extent in the 
Wilkesbarre district. In the Hazleton dis- 
trict mast of the men quit, but the Super- 
intendents report that no embarrassment 
has resulted. Around Shenandoah the men 
who have struck are mostly firemen, whose 
work can be as well done by others. 

In the Shamokin district, where trouble 
Was most expected, none is reported. The 
engineers and firemen who have remained 
at their posts are working willingly with 
non-union men. 

The entire field is quiet, and while no 
prediction as to what may happen is 
safe, there are no present indications that 
trouble is brewing. The impression one 
gets from a, visit to the strike headquar- 
ters is that all concerned are disheartened 
and depressed. It is a bad sign that Mitch- 
ell is beginning to issue circulars which 
are covertly incendiary. In one issued to- 
day he says: “‘A perfect army of irre- 
sponsible men have been employed by the 
operators to act as coal and iron police. 
The services of these men are unnecessary 
and their presence unwarranted. There 
have been no violations of law by mine 
workers, and I am sanguine there will be 
no overt acts on the part of strikers. In 
some places foremen have manned the 
pumps, and in others clerks have been re- 
quired to perform this labor.” 

This kind of tactics does not make the 
péace among the turbulent element, but is 
in some sense responsible for disorder. 
There is much dissatisfaction among the 
more intelligent English-speaking miners, 
who begin to realize that they were dra- 
gooned into a strike from which no ad- 
vantage can be gained. I talked with a 
great many to-day, and can say with con- 
fidence that the door would not need to 
be opened very wide to induce them to re- 
turn to work. However, the time for this 
has not yet come. J. Cc. B. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., June 2.—The or- 
der of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, calling out all engineers, firemen, and 
pumpmen employed at collieries where the 
eight-hour work day with present wages 
Was not granted, went into effect to-day, 
and, as has been predicted, a majority of 
the men obeyed the order. Neither side 
can claim a victory at this time because 
the 5 gem on this phase of the anthra- 
cite coal miners’ strike has just opened. 
There was only _a partial showing of 
strength to-day. The real test of whether 
or not the mine pumps shall be manned 
will begin to-morrow. 

National President Mitchell of the Miners’ 
Union gave out a statement to-day in which 
he says: 

** Reports received from every important 
mining community indicate that where the 
eight-hour day has not been conceded fully 
80 per cent. of the firemen, pumpmen, and 
Sens have ceased work. The number 
will be materially increased to-morrow. In 
some sections mine foremen have positive- 
ly declined to perform the work of engin- 
eers, firemen, and pumpmen. In some 
places foremen have manned the pumps 
and clerks have also been required to per- 
torm this ag 

“A perfect army of irresponsible men 
have been employed by the coal companies 
to act as coal and iron policemen. The 
services of these men are unnecessary and 
their presence is unwarranted. There have 
been no violations to-day by the mine work- 
ers, and I am sanguine there will be no 
overt acts on the part of the strikers.” 

In reply to a question after issuing his 
statement Mr. Mitchell said he knew of no 
mine that is being flooded as a result of the 
action of the union to-day. 

In explaining the first sentence of his 
statement Mr. Mitchell said that several of 
the individual operators had conceded the 
demands of the men during the past ten 
days, but that not one of the big com- 
panies had done so. 

A mining official of one of the largest 
coal companies who received accurate in- 
formation from the entire coal belt as to 
the number of firemen, pumpmen, and en- 
gineers who went out to-day makes this 
statement: . 

“President Mitchell’s estimate is toc 
high. We have received figures from al) 
our collieries and the general Superin- 
tendents of all ot coal companies, but 
they are not to be given out, as it would 
not be policy to reveal our weak spots or 
to betray our strongholds as far as they 
relate to the collieries individually. I can 
fay, that about 65 per cent. of all the Le- 
high Valley's men who are scattered from 
near Scranton down to Shamokin went out. 
The Delaware, Lackanna and Western, the 
Delaware and Hudson, and the Erie Com- 
panies, whose operations are mostly located 
north of here, fared a little better. The 
Susquehanna Coal Company’s collieries, 
which are controlled by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, and which are located at Nanti- 
coke, south of here, were crippled less than 
any big company in the region... The Read- 
ing Company, with forty collieries in the 
lower region, was the worst sufferer, more 
than 70 per cent. of its men refusing to go 
te work. The individual co: nies all lost 
more than 50 per cent. of their men. 

“ Notwithstanding the big desertion of 
men, every colliery in the entire region 
that made effort was able to tu

boast of our future ability to keep the 
mines from flooding. The companies have 
nearly al] the men they want for present 
needs. We look for intimidation of our 
men by the strikers, but we will go right 
along and protect our employes and prop- 
erty as best we .can.”’ 

Considering the vast number of men who 
are idle, the coal field was very quiet 
throughout the day. Reports came in from 
everal sections telling of disturbances, but 
these were of a minor nature only. Early 
this morning and this evening some work- 
men were stoned, principally by boys, as 
they were on their way from the mines to 
their homes. The small army of coal and 
iron policemen which is in the field is not 
much in evidence. The companies have 
instructed these men that in order to avoid 
trouble they must not make themselves 
conspicuous. 

Committees of the local unions were busy 
to-night canvassing the men who remained 
at work to-day. Hundreds of them, how- 
ever, cannot be reached, as they are quar- 
tered within the confines of the collieries. 
The companies do not care to risk the 
safety of the men by letting them go to 
their boarding houses or their homes. 
There was quite a flurry here to-day when 
it was learned that a party of negroes had 
arrived over the Jersey Central Railroad. 
The strikers at first thought they were to 
take the places of the union men, which 
somewhat incensed the men. It was learned 
later that they were only engaged to cook 
for the non-union workmen temporarily 
living at the collieries. 

The several brotherhoods of railroad em- 
ployes in this locality held a meeting here 
to-day, at which the general strike situa- 
tion was discussed. No action of any kind 
was taken. The railroaders are in hearty 
sympathy with the striking miners, and it 
is not unlikely that they will give the men 
financial or other material support. 

President Mitchell to-night received a 
telegram from President Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor, denying the 
truth of the dispatch sent out from Toledo, 
Ohio, last night, in which Mr. Gompers is 
reported to have said that the Federation 
was in favor of the engineers’ and fire- 
men’s organizations having complete con- 
trol of such crafts in whatever line, includ- 
ing mines and breweries. At the last con- 
vention of the confederation held at Scran- 
ton, Penn., it was decided that the Mine 
Workers’ Union should have jurisdiction 
over all men employed in and about the 
mines. 

J. F, Mullahy, State Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Stationary Firemen’s Union, to- 


night issued a statement in which he says: | 


*“*Reports received at headquarters from ull 
districts indicate that the firemen have 
obeyed the strike order almost to a man, 
and no doubt within the next twenty-four 
hours every fireman will fall into line un- 
less an eight-hour day is granted.”’

Archbishop Ireland, a member of the Ar- 
bitration Committee of the Civic Federa- 
tion, was in this city yesterday, and had a 
talk with other members of the committee 
regarding the strike of the anthracite min- 
ers.

not generally obeyed by the pumpmen, en- | 


gineers, and firemen at the mines. Presi- 
dent Robert M. Olyphant of the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal Company said: 

‘“‘Up to the present the advices we have 
received show that less than one-half of the 
men obeyed the strike order. We are sim- 
ply filling the places of the strikers."’ 

Frederick E. Saward, editor of The Coal 
Trade Journal, who has been following 
the situation very closely for the last day 
or two, said yesterday that Mitchell had 
lost prestige by ordering out the pumpmen, 
engineers, and firemen. 

‘“‘He took the stand first,”” Mr. Saward 
added, ‘‘ that nothing would be done which 
could bring about injury to the property 
of the mine owners. If he had kept this 
stand without flinching and had ordered 
the men who were idle simply not to work 


in the bituminous mines he would have 
kept up his reputation as a labor leader 
of the first class. Now his stock has gone 
down away belcw par.”’ 

The shortage of anthracite coal looked 
more serious than ever yesterday. In re- 
sponse to an advertisement for bids for 
supplying 2,000 tons of anthracite coal for 
the Dock Department and 2,800 tons for the 
Bridge Department, the bids to be opened 
yesterday, not a single answer was re- 
ceived. The Commissioners of the depart- 
ments said that they had oaty enough coal 
for two or three days, and will go into the 
open market to buy coal at any price for 
which they can get it. 

Manager Herbert of H. L. Herbert & Co. 
said yesterday that the Manhattan Ele- 
vated Railway Company has on hand about 
four weeks’ supply of anthracite. Regard- 
ing the chances of the strike ending, he 
said: 


“If violence is used and the militia be 
called out the strike will not last two 
weeks. If the men are orderly it may 
drag out for two months, and will then 
frizzle out. The Manhattan Elevated peo- 
ple may have to mix the anthracite with 
soft coal in order that it may last out.”’ 


GETTING MEN FOR THE MINES. 


James McNamara Secures Firemen in 
Baltimore at an Advance. 


BALTIMORE, Md., June 2.—James Mc- 
Namara of Chicago is here, acting in be- 
half of mine owners near Hazleton, Penn., 
to secure men to take the places of striking 
coal miners in that vicinity. Only, firemen 
and pumpers are wanted, as the mines al- 
ready have engineers either working or 


ready to work when the firemen and pump- 
ers arrive on the scene. 

Through Mr. McNamara’s efforts twelve 
Baltimore firemen left last night for Jer- 
sey City, N. J., whence they will be sent 
to the mines under guard. He expects to 
secure others to-day. As an inducement, 
$2.50 a day and eight hours is being offered. 
This is an advance of 50 cents over the 
usual wage scale of Pennsylvania mine 
workers in the capacity of firemen and 
pumpers. 


TRYING TO REPLACE MINERS. 


Lehigh Valley Operators Conducting 
Bureau—Unicn Picket Men Dis- 
suade Many of Those Engaged. 


The Lehigh Valley Railroad, and possi- 
bly several other of the anthracite coal 


‘companies—there is considerable mystery, 


about the proceedings—are hiring men to 
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go to the coal regions, in Room 20, at 
21-23 Ann Street. Several advertisements 
which appeared in the morning newspapers 
of yesterday drew the usual number of un- 
employed men to tHe place. The advertise- 
ments were not alike in all the papers, but 
they included in the list of men wanted 
watchmen, able-bodied ex-policemen, ex- 
soldiers, and pump handlers. The men who 
applied said that they were offered $2.50 
a day, room rent, and washing. 

At the door of the office a cluster of men 
hovered about all dayg Two of these quite 
frankly admitted that they were John M. 
Syron and James P. Holland of the Inter- 
national Union of Steam Engineers. They 
said they were there for the purpose of 
dissuading men from going to the coal re- 
gions to replace the strikers. They moved 
about on the sidewalk the minute a crowd 


collected and whenever at policeman who 
was watching the place a little more close- 
ly than any other spot on his beat hove 
into view. Across the street were two mys- 
terious looking men—one of them a man 
who wore a straw hat pulled down over 
his eyes—who confessed to being detectives 
—private detectives, 

Those who stood about the door said that 
the place had been open for the recruiting 
of men to go to the coal regions since Fri- 
day last, and that about 200 had been hired. 
But most of those, they said, had been en- 
gaged before they—the union men—had got 
there. 


SOFT COAL TEST CASE.

Dr. Charles W. Nevin is Chairman, mak- 
ing an earnest protest against the publica- 
tion by Congress of the work called “ Jef- 
ferson’s Bible,” or, as the book is entitled, 
“The Life and Morals of Jesus of Nazar- 
eth,’ by Thomas Jefferson. The proposal 
of Congress is to print 3,000 copies for the 
Senate and 9,000 for the House. .The com- 
mittee’s report declares that there are many 
objections to the work. Everything that 
appeared incredible the writer laid aside. 

Among the portions of Scripture not used 
are all passages referring to the deity of 
the Saviour, the annunciation, the resurrec- 
tion, and to the appearances of the risen 
Saviour between the resurrection and the 
ascension. An introduction of twenty-five 
pages is written by a prominent opponent 
of the Christian Church. 

The work, the report says, is undoubtedly 
an assault upon the commonly received 
views of the Christian Church in that it 
strips Jesus of His deity and makes Him 
simply one of the great moralists of the 
world and the Gospel an elevating com- 
position without inspiration. After con- 
siderable debate the matter went over until 
next week. 


KILLED BY HIS COMPANION. 





John Currey, a Sixteen-Year-Old Boy, 
Shot in a Boat, Helps to Row 
It Ashore.

PORT’ JERVIS, N. Y., June 2.—John Cur- 
rey, aged sixteen years, a son of Erie En- 
gineer Samuel Currey of Matamoras, Penn., 
and a companion, William Sheen, went 
Brink Pond, situated in the 
wilds of Pike County, eight miles from the 
nearest settlement, on the morning of Me- 
morial Day. Just before the following mid- 
night the lads went out on the pond in a 
boat to examine a set line. Sheen carried 
a double-barreled shotgun, and when near 
the centre of the pond the cocked gun was 
accidentally discharged and a load of shot 
seattered through Currey’s abdomen. 

Sheen was so overcome with the horror 
of the accident that he was powerless to 
render any assistance, but the wounded 
boy, with the blood dripping from his side, 
seized the oars and pluckily -.rowed to the 
shore. Then he climbed a steep embank- 
ment tv a vacant house and sent Sheen for 


assistance while he remained all alone for 
several hours in a dying condition. 
Neighbors hastened through the woods 
for help, but some time after the arriva « 
a physician the boy died. He made a state- 
ment completely exonerating his compan- 
ion from blame. Just before the boy died 
his mother reached his bedside after trudg- 
ing up hills and through woods for several 


miles.

PAUL, Minn., June 2.—The replica- 
tions of the United States in the railroad 
merger suits were filed to-day with the 
Clerk of the United States Circuit Court. 

The replications are six in number, all 
the same, except that each is directly ad- 
dressed to one of the six different answers 
filed by the various defendants—the North- 
ern Pacific, Northern Securities Company, 
J. J. Hill and others, J. Pierpont Morgan, 
and Robert Bacon, and the Great Northern 
Railway Company. The signature of M. D. 
Purdy, United States Attorney for the Dis- 
trict of Minnesota, is attached to each repli- 
cation. 

The Government reserves all advantages 
of exceptions which may be taken “to 
manifold errors of the defendants.’’ A gen- 
eral denial is made of the points contained 
in the answers, and it is alleged, ‘‘ that the 
answer of each defendant is very uncer- 
tain, evasive, and insufficient in law to be 


replied unto."" The plaintiff avers that it 
will prove the bill to be true. 

The next move in the case will be the ap- 
pointment of an examiner by the Court to 
take testimony, to be submitted to the 
Court for ruling.

AMBULANCE SURGEON 
CHARGED WITH CRUELTY 


Dr. J. Walsh of Fordham Hospital 
Accused by Patient. 


Board of Trustees of Bellevue and Al- 
lied Hospitals Making an Investiga- 
tion—The Physician’s Own 
Story—Once Before Un- 
der Charges. 


Charges of brutality in caring for 4 
patient in an ambulance have been made 
against Dr. J. Walsh of Fordham Hos- 
pital, and are in the hands of the Board 
of Trustees of Bellevue and Allied Hos- 
pitals. The complainant is Charles New- 
bold of 2,867 Webster Avenue, Borough of 
he Bronx, who was in Dr. Walsh's care in 
an ambulance about two weeks ago. Mr. 
Newbold asserts that the physician in at- 
tempting to prevent him from leaving the 
ambulance, jumped on his stomach, struck 
him in the chest, kicked him in the face, 
and used abusive and threatening lan- 
guage. The Board of Trustees is conduct- 
ing an investigation. 
Newbold was seen by several citizens 
wandering about in a vacant lot in West- 
chester, apparently making a careful search 
for something in the grass. One man who 
questioned him received the answer that 
he ‘was looking for his wife. It was feared 
that the man was insane, and a policeman 
was notified. After questioning him fur- 
ther the officer summoned an ambulance 
from Fordham Hospital. Dr. Walsh was in 
attendance. 

Without offering any resistance, Newbold 
which started at 
On the way the 


ing wrong with him, and that he wished 
Dr. Walsh told 
him that, now they had started, it would 
be necessary to go on to the hospital, where 
he would be released, if he was well. New- 
bold, it seems, was determined not to be 
taken to the hospital. 

A scuffle ensued. As to just how serious 
this struggle was, the stories of the physi- 
cian and the patient differ. According to 
Dr, Walsh, the ambulance was within two 
blocks of its destination when Newbold 
made an effort to get out. That was the 
first sign of physical resistance or opposi- 
tion he had shown. The doctor says that 
he tried to hold him in the seat, but that 
Newbold arose and fought him. He de- 
clares that he used only necessary force to 
restrain him. Because they were within so 
short a distance of the hospital, the doctor 
did not think it would be necessary to 
put the straps on the patient. The driver 
noticed the trouble and looked back. It 
was a lively scuffle, he says, but not very 
serious. 

Newbold’s story, however, is somewhat 
different. He was held by some means 
until the ambulance drew up at Fordham 
Hospital and he was taken out. Dr. Mont- 
gomery, who was in charge at the time, 
received him. Newbold told him that there 
was nothing wrong with him, and that he 
wanted to go home. Fearing from the hur- 
ried report made to him at the time by Dr. 
Walsh that the patient was not responsible, 
Dr. Montgomery refused to let him go, 
but the patient insisted. He was asked if 
he would be willing to sign what the hos- 
pital attaches knew was a “ voluntary re- 
lease,”” which absolyes the hospital au- 
thorities from responsibility for a released 
patient. Newbold said that he would 
gladly. This was done, and Newbold went 
to his home. 

Dr. Francis H. Dreyer of 747 East One 
Hundred and Seventy-sixth Street, New- 
bold’s family physician, was called at once. 
To him Newbold told how the ambulance 
physician had treated him. He said that 
the man had jumped on his stomach with his 
feet, had struck him in the chest, and dug 
the heel of his shoe in his face, and had 
used threatening and abusive language to 
him. Dr. Dreyer was very much incensed 
and made a report of Newbold’s statement 
to the Medical Board of Fordham Hospital 
in writing. This was sent by the board to 
the Trustees, the general governing board. 
The latter body, noting the serious char- 
acter of the charges, began an immediate 
investigation. a 

The statement of Dr. Walsh was taken, 
and the physician in charge at the hospital 
when the patient arrived, Dr. Montgomery 
was asked to tell what he knew about the 
ease, The driver of the ambulance was also 
asked for a statement as to what he saw, 
What the other physicians at the hospital 
and the driver reported, it is said, was 
favorable to the case of Dr. Walsh. 

The Board of Trustees deem the charges 
very grave, and say that, while they have 
received practically all of the available evi- 
dence, they will not be ready to take any 
action until next Thursday. 

Dr. Walsh recently was suspended from 


the Fordham Hospital staff for his con- 
duct while assisting in the performance of 
an operation. Dr. John Quigley, ex- 
President of the Medical Board of the hos- 
pital and now one of the visitigg phy- 
siclans, was pertocmaing the operation and 
Dr. Walsh was aiding him, his duty being 
to administer ether to the patient. Dr. 
Quigley said to him: 

re think the patient has been given 
enough, doctor. ‘Take the sponge out of 
the cone.” 

Dr. Walsh did not do so for some reason, 
and again Dr. Quigley asked him to stop. 
There were some hot words between the 
physicians when Dr. Walsh still refused 
to comply, and even defied Dr. Quigley, 
asserting that he guessed he ‘“‘ knew his 
business.”” Dr. Quigley became angry at 
the attitude of his assistant, and ordered 
him to leave the room and to consider 
himself suspended until the board took ac- 
tion on a report which he would make im- 
mediately. 

Dr. Walsh was severely reprimanded and 
informed that he would be reinstated only 
on condition that he make a public apology 
to Dr. Quigley. Dr. Walsh remained obdu- 
rate for nearly two weeks, and until last 
Saturday, when he finally called on Dr. 
Quigley and complied with the instructions 
of the board.

The rumor spread, and in fifteen minutes 
there were several hundred persons gath- 
ered about fo see the head of the Nation. 
When Gen. Henry was told the cause of 
the admiring throng, he blushed, but said 
nothing. 


STREET CARS IN COLLISION. 


Frightened by the Noise of the Crash, 
a Man Fell Dead a Block Away. 


One of the heavy storage battery cars on 
the Thirty-fourth Street Cross-town Line 
crashed into a south-bound car of the Third 
Avenue Line at Thirty-fourth Street last 
evening and injured one man. The collision 
was evidently the indirect cause of the 
death of another man. 

At the time of the accident Frederick 
Schaeffer, aged fifty, a cigar dealer, of 419 
East Thirty-fourth Street, was standing at 
Second Avenue and Thirty-fourth Street, a 
block away. He heard the noise of the 
crash, and a newsboy near by said some- 
thing about an explosion in the Park Ave- 
nue subway. 

‘“‘My God; another explosion!’ Schaeffer 
cried, as he threw up his hands. Then he 
reeled and fell dead. 

The Thirty-fourth Street car was going 
westward at the time of the collision, and 
was well filled with passengers. The car 
slackened speed when near Third Avenue, 
as the Third Avenue car slackened. Then 
both motormen started to go ahead. The 
cross-town car struck the avenue car in 
the centre. John O’Hara, aged forty, of 324 
East Twenty-ninth Street, had his arm 
broken in the Thirty-fourth Street car. A 
few of the passengers were scratched. 


THE STERLING’S RELIEF WORK. 


Commander of the Ship Sends Report 
of Assistance Rendered at Mar- 
tinique and St. Vincent. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—Acting Secre- 
tary Darling has received a report from 
Commander George W. Mentz of the 
United States steamship Sterling, dated 
San Juan, May 22, on the'relief work done 
by that ship in Martinique and St. Vincent. 

The Sterling was the station ship at San 
Juan, Porto Rico, and arrived at the scene 
of distress May 15, next to the little Po- 
tomac, with relief supplies. 

The report shows that within nine hours 
after receiving the orders of the Secretary 
of the Navy the ship was ready to sail. 
The only incident of the trip to Fort de 
France was the rescue from a sinking boat 
of four refugees from-—Precheur. Com- 
mander Mentz reports that, the Governor 
having been killed by the St. Pierre erup- 
tion, the Secretary of the island assumed 
the Governorship, being confirmed by the 
French Government, and to him Command- 
er Mentz delivered the relief supplies. 

Commander Mentz thus describes the 
eruption on the 20th, which was greater 
than the one on the 8th, which destroyed 
St. Pierre: 

‘“‘Larger stones fell in the town, some 
six inches in diameter. ‘The hail of pebbles 
was greater, as also was the deposit of 
mud and dust. The people naturally were 
in a panic, and shrieking with fright flew 
to the water, taking boats or swimming to 
get on board the vessels in the harbor. 

** About 3,000 were thus struggling at one 
time to get to a place of safety, among 
them women scantily clad. For some time 
it looked as if Fort de France would meet 


with the fate of St. Pierre. Except, how- 
evér, for a deposit of good-sized stones, 
bles, and mud and dust, no damage was 

on> to the town itself, so far as I know. 
“Where on the 8th inst. the destruction 
seemed to stop at a line running east from 
the village of Carbet, it now, as far as 
vegetation is concerned, extends to the 
edge of the town of Fort de France; so that, 
although the relief sent by the United 
States Government is not absolutely needed 
at the present time, I am confident that, 
in the course of a few weeks there will be 
much distress, and it will be a very wel-

ERUPTION OF ALASKA VOLCANO. 


An Eye Witness of the Outburst on 
Mount Blackburn Gives a 
Description. 

SEATTLE, Washington, June 2.—Word 
has been received here that an eruption of 
Mount Blackburn, Southeastern Alaska, oce 

curred on April i1. 

A special from Skagway under date of 
May 28, says: 

Accounts of a most thrilling nature re- 


garding the voleanic action of a supposed” 


harmless mountain in Alaska were brought 


to this city by J. C. McFarland this after- 
noon. Seven weeks ago a slight earth- 


quake shock was felt in all parts of Alaska, 
and until to-day the phenomenon remained 
unexplained. 

Mr. McFcriand, who is a geologist, hap-

pened to be within a few miles of Mount’ 


Blackburn. He said regarding it: 


“On April 11, about 7:30 in the morning, - 


the air about me suddenly became oppress- 


ive with a distinct and uncommon silence, |

I had becorne used to many strange freaks 
of nature, but this one appalled me. I was 
in a rough, mountainous country, I should 
judge, about ten miles from the base of 
Mount Blackburn, in Southeastern Alaska, 


not far from the starting point of a glacier 
called Muir Glacier. Suddenly the earth 
beneath my foot shook, a low, rumbling 
sound accompanied the —— I glanced 
up at Mount Blackburn. Instantly it seemed 
as it the peak had opened; a cloud of ashes 
and emole shot out into the air several 
hundred feet. and then there seemed to 
flow from the opening in the top a stream 
of dirty stuff mixed with large and small 
boulders. This continued only for about 
ten minutes. then ceased as suddenly as it 
had begun. . 
“Tt was three days, after many perilous 
attempts, before I succeeded in reaching 
the base of the mountain. Then I discov- 
ered that the country for miles around had 
been affected. The small undergrowth of 
the trees had been entirely covered. This 
stuff, which poured from the top of the 
mountain, was not even warm, but seemed 
to consist purely of dust, rocks, and other 
thin substances. As far as I can discover, 
this mountain. had never been considered

LICENSING OF GHAUFFEURS 


Question to be Discussed by the 
Automobile Club of America. 


Some Members Think It Should Be 
' Made a Federal Matter — Present 
Law Governing Motor Vehicles. 


The Board of Governors of the Automo- 
mile Club of America will this afternoon 
hold a special meeting at the offices of the 
President, Albert R. Shattuck, 11 Broad- 
way, to discuss the accident at Grant City, 
S. L, on Ssturday, which resulted in the 
killing of two persons and injury to many 
by an electric racing machine built by the 
Baker Motor Machine Company swerving 
into a crowd. The Governors will also con- 
sider other subjects of importance, among 
them the cualifications of chauffeurs and 
a system of licensing after the applicant 
shall have demonstrated ability to conduct 
a motor, whether the energy is derived 
from electricity, steam or gasoline. Many 
of the members of the club favor this, but 
would insist on a Federal license plan 
rather than a State plan.

Gen. George Moore Smith, Treasurer Jef- 
ferson Seligman, W. E. Buzby, W. H. Hall, 
George F. Chamberlin, D. H. Morris, Sid- 
hey.

Bostwick, W. E. Scarritt, and James L. 


Breese. ‘ 

While Saturday's disaster has not been 
attributed to incompetency on the part of 
those who were on the cigar-shaped racing 
freak, it has stimulated interest in the qual- 
ifications ot those who run motor vehicles 
on the highways and revived the question 
of licensirg them after they shall have 
established adequate technical knowledge 
and ability to properly pilot them. At pres- 
ent they are subject only to their regula- 
tions as to registration, &c., under the 
highway laws: 

Section 166. Registration by Owners of Auto- 
mobiles.—Every owner of an automobile or motor 
vehicle shal! within thirty days after the amend- 
ment to this section takes effect, file in the of- 
fice of the Secretary of State a statement of his 
mame and address, with a brief description. of 
the character of such vehicle, and shall pay to 
the Secretary of State a registration fee of $1. 
The Secretary of State shall issue to such person 
a certificate, stating that he has registered in 
accordance with this section, and shall cause 
the names of such persons to be entered in 
alphabetical order in a book kept for such pur- 
pose. Every person hereafter acquiring an au- 
tomobile or motor vehicle shall, within ten days 
after acquiring the same, register with the 
Secretary of State as required by this section. 
This section shall not apply to a person manu- 
facturing or dealing in automobiles or motor 
vehicles, except those for his own private use. 

Section 169. (a) Licenses or Permits for Auto- 
mobiles.—Any person owning or operating an 
automobile or motor vehicle, whether the motive 

wer of the same be electricity, steam, gaso- 
ine, or other source of energy, except such as 
are used for public hacks, trucks, or other ve- 
hicles for hire, shall not be required to obtain 
any license or permit pursuant to the provisions 
of any local or municipal resolution or ordi- 
mance, or the rules or regulations of any Com- 
missioners, Trustees, Supervisors, or other au- 
thorities having charge or control of any high- 
Way, public street, parkway, driveway, or place, 
or pursuant to the provisions of any municipal 
charter or any other statute, except as herein 
contained. Every such automobile or motor 
vehicle shall have the separate initials of the 
owner's name placed upon the back thereof in 
@ conspicuous place, the letters forming such 
initials to be at least three inches ih height. 

One of the officers of. the Automobile 
Club said that while no chauffeur is li- 
censed in this country, all were “‘ supposed 
to be’ in every way competent, and means 
for acquiring technical knowledge of motor 
vehicles and practice in conducting them 
abound. Those who are professional chauf- 
feurs and those who run their own vehicles 
can find instruction in a score of places in 
New York, and every manufacturer has ex- 
perts to fit novices for the public highway. 
‘A professional chauffeur could not obtain 
empicyment unless he were not only a 
Bkilled mechanic but a good careful driver 
with plenty of nerve. 

“The cmb,” the officer added, “‘ acts in 


an écucational capacity. It does not cer- 
tainly encourage or wink at recklessness or 
countenance incapacity. It is only a few 
days ago that it suspended’ two members 
for fast driving.” 

“Why not ask the same question in re- 
gard to drivers of butchers’ carts?” retort- 
ed A. Ward Chamberlin, a member of the 
club’s Committee on Laws and Ordinances, 
@nd until recently its Chairman, when 
asked why chauffeurs were not licensed. 
“ Runaway accidents occur every day, and 

et there is no public clamor about them. 

till, I believe that we shall come to some 

system of licensing drivers of motor ve- 
hicles. It would be the most satisfactory 
test against ‘fool’ drivers. As to the 
terms and conditions of such licensing, I 
not at present speak of them, the matter 

S so involved. I think that drivers should 
submit to tests for competency and care- 
fulness. I think, too, that all machines 
should be compelled to have two brakes, 
one an emergency one. In Paris there is 
an officer who examines candidates to run 
motors, and they must all be licensed. 
The French chauffeurs who have come over 
here have given us the most trouble in 
translating liberty into license. In this 
country licensing should ‘be made an inter- 
State, a Federal matter. A local State li- 
eensing scheme would not do. Our roads 
are, like our rivers, a subject of National 
interest and importance, and should, I 
ow be the subject of National legisla- 

on.”’ 

“I should not,” said President Shattuck, 
“ object to a proper licensing scheme. There 
is none at present here or in England. In 
France you apply to the Chief of Police. In 
Paris he refers you to one of the engineers 
of the city for examination. You go to 
him, by appointment, with your motor. 
He gets in beside you, and you drive as he 
directs, slow or fast. He asks you a few 
questions, and all is over in six or seven 
minutes. The examination is by no means 
severe. You get first a provisional license, 
and then a full license. If you aré caught 
in delinquency, fast driving or what not, 
the officer takes your number and you may 
expect @ summons. If you are caught fre- 

uently you may wind up in a cell for a 

ay or so. I was not opposed to motor 
racing last Saturday morning. I am now 
opposed to it, and shall in future have noth- 
ing to do with it.” 

.A member of the staff of The Automobile 
Magazine said that the question of licens- 
ing chauffeurs was a delicate one, because 
it was regarded as certain that if such a 
system were adopted, organized labor 
would assert itself, while with a license 
bureau there would be ‘“‘a shakedown at 
the other end.” 


STATEN ISLAND AUTO DISASTER 


Coroner’s Jury Exonerates Messrs. 
Baker and Denzer— Proceedings 
Before Magistrate Postponed. 


The inquest held by Coroner Schaefer 
and a jury into the death of Andrew 
Fetherston, a Tax Assessor, of New 
Brighton, who was killed by the automo- 
bile driven by W. C. Baker, President of 
the Baker Motor Vehicle Company of 
Cleveland, Ohio, with C. E. Denver as as- 
sistant, at the automobile trials at the 
South Shore Boulevard, Staten Island, on 
Saturday, resulted yesterday in a verdict 
exonerating Messrs. Baker and Denzer 
from all blame. A. similar verdict was 
rendered in the case of John T. Bogart of 
Castleton, who died on Sunday frem the 
effects of injuries received’ at the time’ of 
the accident. eo 

Mr. Baker and Mr. Denzer; who had been 
released from custody under-$10,000 ena 
$5,000 bonds, respectively, appeared, befiire 
Nathanial Marsh, in the Second District 
Magistrate’s Court. With them was their 
counsel, Mr. Van Slyck of Pinney & Van 
Slyck of Manhattan, who said it was the 
request of the People and the defendants 
that the case be adjourned until Friday 
next, and the court accordingly put over 
the hearing until Friday at 2 P. M. 

_In the proceedings before Coroner Schae- 
fer, af his undertaking establishment, in 
Bay Street, Stapleton, Policeman John Mc- 
Kenna testified that he was stationed 
about fifty feet from the spot where the 
crash occurred. He saw the machine com- 


ing, and he shouted to the spectators who 
mas: along the route to keep 

He saw the auto begin-to sway, and 

pe shouted another warning, but, 
efforts and those of 
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licemen, the people refused to fall back 
and the machine crashed into the crowd. 

Policeman John E, Hoggins of the Bight- 
eenth Precinct, who was also stationed at 
the scene of the accident, said the ma- 
chine started to sway from left to right at 
the Boulevard Hotel. The dust was so 
thick that the machine could hardly be 
seen, but when he was able to make it out 
he shouted a warning, and the people tried 
to get out of the way, but were unable to 
0 so. 

Similar testimony was given by other wit- 
nesses. 

The jury decided that the accident was 
unavoidable and that the police took all 
precautions to prevent it. ; 

Judge Stephens, in_ charging tne Rich- 
mond County Grand Jury yesterday, while 
he made no direct reference to the acci- 
cent, told the jury it was within their 
power to investigate any occurrence in the 
county, either on complaint of some person 
or by their own initiative. Later he said 
he intended this reference to cover the 
automobile affair. He said the jury would 
be discharged about June 11, and ‘that 
meanwhile any one wishing to makega com- 
plaint could do so. 

Mr. Fetherstone’s funeral was held at St. 
Peter’s Church, New Brighton, in the after- 
noon. It was attended by delegations from 
the Knights of Columbus, Veteran Fire- 
men’s Association, Shaw Post, G. A. R.; 
Knights Templar, and Knights of Pythias. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


RIGHTS OF STOCKHOLDERS.—An applica- 
tion made on behalf of Sylvester B. Hinck- 
ley for an injunction pendente lite restrain- 
ing the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger Com- 
pany, the meat corporation, from increas- 
ing its capital from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000, 
by the issuance of preferred stock, was 
denied yesterday by Justice MacLean. The 
company, though doing a profitable busi- 
ness, has absorbed large sums of money 
and created a floating debt of about $3,600,- 
000. Of the 41,595 voted, 39,343 shares were 
for the change. Mr. Hinckley voted his 425 
shares with the minority, and then insti- 
tuted the proceeding, declaring that an act 
of the Legislature allowing such a change 
as the proposed one to be done by two- 
thirds of the stockholders, instead of by 
unanimous consent as heretofore, violated 
the provision of the Federal Constitution 
against the passage of any law impairing 
the obligation of contracts. The issuance 
of preferred stock, Mr. Hinckley argued, 
would change the contract between the cor- 
poration and the original stockholders, take 
his property, and give it to another: He 
contended also that the change in the law 
did not apply to existing corporations. ‘‘ To 
issue certificates of stock, preferred or 
common, in return for money paid at par 
is not,” Justice MacLean said, ‘‘in any 
wonted use of words, to be called taking 
the prceperty of one and giving it to an- 
other. That it was the intendment of the 
Legislature that the new taw was to apply 
to all corporations, existing as well as to 
be created, appears from the act itself, 
which in terms applies to every domestic 
stock corporation.” The objection that the 
issuance of preferred stock would change 
Mr. Hinckley’s contract with the corpora- 
tion was censidered by Justice MacLean to 
be the most serious one. As to this, he 
said: “The trend of treatment by the 
public and so by the courts of the relations 
and rights of corporations and of stock- 
hoiders inter sese may be more and more 
to regard the action of the majority as 
controlling and to say ‘the majority must 
rule so long as it keeps within the powers 
conferred by the charter.’ Still a bargain 
if bergain there be, between a corporation 
and its stcckholders or between stockhold- 
ers thcmselves, is no more“to be broken 
than any other bargain. Articles of asso- 
ciation and subscription do not express all 
the regulations of the parties. Saving ex- 
ceptions not here of moment, part of each 
and all engagements, is the law of the land. 
Its statute of creation, whether general law 
or special statute, is not only part of the 
law of the corporation, but also of the com- 
pacts with it and between the persons ag- 
gregating themselves into the artificial be- 
ing. Each person as he subscribes for stock 
in this State. or purchases a share, must 
be taken to have in contemplation the un- 
expressed condition of the agreements, the 
eventuality of the alteration or even can- 
cellation of the compact by the Legislature. 
The provision that the defendant corpora- 
tion might have preferred stock by the 
unanimous consent of the stockholders was 
not a stipulation by the plaintiff with fel- 
low-stockholders or with the corporation 
into which he came by subscription or pur- 
chase, but a condition made by the legisla- 
tive power to which was expressly reserved 
the right of alteration or repeal. If such 
possible change in the circumstances of his 
investment be unwelcome, the investor 
must refrain from subscription or purchase, 
or he must needs see to it that the stability 
of centro! is put beyond peradventure by 
contract with his fellow-stockholders or the 
corporation itseif, providing that their re- 
lations shall remain so far as may be un- 
altered by any act of the Legislature, and 
if unavoidably altered that their associa- 
tion shall be dissolved.”’

LIMITATION OF HowurRs OF LABOR IN 
BAKERIES.—The Fourth Appellate Division, 
in an opinion by Justice Davy, has held 
that the section of the labor law that pro- 
vides that no employe in a bakery or con- 
fectionery shall be permitted or required 
to work more than sixty hours in any one 
week or more than ten hours in one day, 
unless for the purpose of making a shorter 
workday on the last day of the week, or 
more hours in any one week than will make 
an average of ten hours per day for the 
number of days during such week, is not 
unconstitutional. The case was before the 
Appellate Tribunal on an appeal from u 
judgment of the Oneida County Court, con- 
victing Joseph Lochner, a baker, of violat- 
ing Section 110 of the labor law, in per- 
mitting one of his employes to work more 
than sixty hours in one week. Mr. Loch- 
ner’s counsel argued that the statute un- 
warrantably impairs liberty of contract. 
The rule, as stated by Justice Davy, is 
that, when one devotes his property to a 
use or carries on a business in which the 
public has an interest, he holds the prop- 
erty and carries on the business subject to 
the police power of the State to regu- 
late or control its use, so as to 
protect and preserve the public health, 
the public morals, and the _ general 
safety and welfare of the public A 
bakery and confectionery, he holds, come 
within the rule. The statute does not pro- 
hibit any right, but simply regulates che 
business. The defendant is not deprived of 
any right or privilege which is not denied 
to others in a similar business. Justice 
Davy, after discussing the cases on the 
police power of the State, says: “It is 
very important for the heaith of the com- 
munity that bakers should supply the peo- 
ple with wholesome bread and pure food. 
The people are interested in the business; 
it is of so much public interest that the 
Legislature, under the police power of the 
State, may control the business by any 
regulation which is necessary to secure the 
public health. The regulations instituted 
by this statute were for the purpose of 
protecting the health of the employes and 
giving the public pure and wholesome 
bread. and other articles of food sold by 
bakers. These establishments are com- 
pelled to do baking during the nighttime, in 


order to supply their customers in_ the 
morning. It is necessary for them to have 
their ovens heated day and night, and their 
employes are required to work more hours 
eac ay than men usually work who are 
engaged in other kinds of business. When 
we consider the intense heat of the rooms 
where baking is done, and the flour that 
floats in the air and is breathed by those 
who work in bakeries, there can be but lit- 
tle doubt that prolonged labor day and 
night, subject to those conditions, might 
produce a diseased condition of the human 
system, so that the employes would not 
be capable of doing their work well and 
suppiyin the public with wholesome food. 
The Legislature no doubt recognized the 
fact that proprietors of these establish- 
ments desire to obtain as much labor 4s 
eg from their employes, who, from 
ear of being discharged, are often induced 
to comply with the employer's request to 
work during both day and night, and the 
Legislature evidently reached the conclu- 
sion that more than ten hours’ labor each 
day might be injurious to the health of che 
employes.” Justices Spring and_ Hiscock 
concurted with Justice Davy; Presiding

| £. H. HARRIMAN AGAINST 
STATE SUPERVISION 


Union Pacific’s Chairman Talks on 
Railway Problems. 


He Believes that the Railroad Systems 
of the Country Should Be Free to 
Make Rates and Conduct Busi- 


ness Economically. 


E. H. Harriman, President of the South- 
ern Pacific Company, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the, Union Pacific 
Railroad, and chief power of various other 
railroad systems in the West and South- 
west, returned yesterday from a _ three 
months’ tour through those sections. Mr. 
Harriman has heretofore been almost in- 
accessible to reporters, but yesterday he 
talked to a group of newspaper men. 

“The railroad situation,” said Mr. Har- 
riman, ‘“‘and the attitude of the public 
toward the railroads never were better. 
The physical condition of the properties, 
principally the properties affiliated with 
the Union Pacific, are better than they 
ever have been, and they are getting the 
beneficial results of the improvements 
which have been going on for the last few 
years and which are still being continued. 

“We have all had the idea that in build- 
ing the Pacific Railroads little attention 
was paid to saving distance, And that the 
lines were constructed so as to cover as 
much territory as possible for the purpose 
of getting as large a subsidy as possible 
and as large _a proportion of land grant. 
On 392 miles of the Rocky Mountain Di- 
vision of the Union Pacific we constructed 
158 miles of new railroad and threw away 
188 miles of the old railroad. By the 
elimination of curvature from 10 degrees 
maximum to 4 degrees, and by the reduc- 
tion of grades in the mountains from 90 
feet to 43 feet, the whole distance of 1,030 
miles was reduced only 30 miles on the 
Central Pacific. With an expenditure of 
$8,600,000 we shall reduce the grade from a 
maximum of 97 feet to 21 feet. We shall 
eliminate curvatures from 10 degrees to a 
maximum of 4 degrees on 585 miles of rail- 
road. To get a twenty-one-foot grade we 
Save three miles. 

“So you can realize what was the loca- 
tion before and how those roads were 
built from a railroad standpoint, and how 
marvelously well it was done. By build- 
ing across Salt Lake from Ogden to Lucin 
we save forty-six miles, but there we have 
to pile through water in one place thirty 
feet. This is practically all the distance 
we saved by the construction, and it shows 
that these railroads were originally con- 
structed on true lines and not for land 
grant and subsidy purposes. 

“‘The antagonisms which formerly exist- 
ed between the transportation companies 
and the public are gradually being elimi- 
nated, and there is a marked change in the 
attitude of the public toward transporta- 
tion companies, as compared with what ex- 
isted in the past. The public understands 
that what affects the capacity of the trans- 
portation companies by improving their 
properties and conducting the transporta- 


tion more economically, equally affects the 
public. The economies which ought to be 
practiced in the future by the transporta- 
tion companies must be on the lines of clos- 
er alliance with each other, by combinations 
which will enable them to conduct the 
transportation on the lines upon which it 
can be the most economically done. Unless 
some such arrangement can be brought 
about, either the transportation companies 
must restrict their expenditures, employ 
less labor,or at lower cost, er obtain a 
higher price for the commodity which they 
have to sell, which is transportation. But 
if by combination they can conduct their 
business on the lines of economy, in the 
end the public must get some of the benefit 
as well as the railroads, and in that way 
both the public and the transportation com- 
panies see that their interests lie in the 
same direction, 

“TI think the attitude the officers of the 
railroads have taken toward the public in 
taking them more into their confidence 
than formerly, and the improved service 
that has been put on most of the lines, 
have eliminated much of the adverse feel- 
ing which existed in the past. 

“There is much talk of the overcapitali- 
zation of -railroads. There are miles and 
miles of reconstructed railroads which it 
costs $100,000 a mile or more to build, and 
when we have to tunnel, of course, it takes 
sometimes as much as $1,000,000 or $1,200,- 
000 a mile to save distance or eliminate 
grades and curves. Besides, when the rail- 
roads were built in the first instance the 
securities had to be issued so that the 
money could be raised under the conditions 
then prevailing, as the proposed railroads 
were not able to sell 4 per cent. bonds at a 
premium. 

“ At those times money had to be hired 
at the price which the market demanded, 
and therefore it is difficult to determine 
what railroad might be over-capitalized 
and what might not. I do not think any 
of us could work it out. 

“The legislation of the future must be 
pro-railroad instead of anti-railroad, and 
it must develop confidence between the 
public and the eee Frege companies. I 
believe in combinations of lines, whereby 
the products can be transported on the 
lines on which it can be done most eco- 
nomically. You can transport over com- 
paratively straight and level roads more 
cheaply than over crooked and mountain- 
ous roads. There must be some way given 
to compensate those high-grade lines. We 
could do it undoubtedly if we had the 
power, so that the transportation com- 
panies, as well as the public, would be 
benefited. What I want to bring about is 
a better feeling and a feeling of bene con- 
fidence between the people we serve and 
ourselves. . 

“I do not know what the 
munity of interest’ covers. 
in is ‘common interest.’ I never believed 
in ‘community of interest.’ We all have 
one common interest—that is probably what 
the term ‘community of interest’ is meant 
to cover, but it does not express it. It is 
the common interest of the shipper and 
transporter, the employer and employed. I 
believe combinations must go on until en- 
tire systems are completed, but I think 
consolidation is a matter which none of us 
can forecast. 

“The —- of rates would be well 
taken care of if railroads could have the 
right to direct their business on economical 
lines. These are matters which should be 
left to the discretion of those in charge of 
the transportation. If we do direct the 
business on the lines on which it can be 
most economically done, we have no way 
to compensate the line from which we take 
it away. Combination is the right to agree 
among ourselves, so that we can more 
economically conduct business. It does 
not mean consolMdation. 

‘Regarding the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, I believe that commissions 
are things of the past. I do not think 
transportation companies should have to 
submit to dictation or control by bodies 
who do not know anything about transpor- 
tation. I think now is the time for all of 
us to speak out what we think. Meet the 
thing face to face. Bodies formed for the 
purpose of controlling transportation 
should have in them representatives of the 
companies whose business is to be con- 
trolled. 

“Regarding Government ownership of 
railroads, I would not like to say anything 
that would appear to criticise or offer any 
expression as to what the effect might be 
on the transportation companies or the 
public. I do not believe that there will be 
another receivership period, at least not if 
the railroads are permitted to transact 
their business in a business-like way. The 
receiverships will come because of exces- 
sive legislation, and the result of that 
would be restriction of all classes of busi- 
ness, because railroads are really the pro- 
ducers of a large amount of traffic which 
they themselves enjoy.” 


RAILROAD RATE SUSTAINED. 


United States Supreme Court Decides 
Against Inter-State Commerce 
Commission. 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—The United 
States Supreme Court to-day decided the 
case of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission vs. the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Railroad Company and others, in- 
volving the right of the commission to re- 
duce the terminal rate made by the rail- 
roads in Chicago on cars containing live 
stock. The opinion was presented hy Jus- 
tice White, and affirmed the decision of the

Circuit Court of Appeals for the Seventh 
Circuit, which refused to carry into effect 
the order of the commission reducing the 
rate from $2 to $1 per car. 

In delivering this opinion Justice White 
gave a detailed history of the relationship 
of railroads to the Stock Yards in Chicago. 
He said that clearly under the Sixth Sec- 
tion of the Inter-State Commerce law the 
railroads had a right to separate their 
charges. On the point of the reasonable- 
ness of the added rate the court said: 

“If the statement on the rehearing which 
we are considering be taken as a finding 
and given the force previously stated, then 
it follows that the rate from the points in 
the territory to which the reduction applied 
were just and reasonable, and as to those 
points the order should not have been ren- 
dered, and there is no finding establishing 
the points to which the reduction applied 
which would enable us to separate the 
reasonable from the unreasonable rates. It 
results that the findings do not afford the 
basis of even sustaining the order in part. 
Being then constrained to the conclusion 
that the order of the commission was not 
sustained by the facts upon which it was 
predicated we cannot enter into an inves- 
tigation of the facts, even if it be con- 
ceded the record is in a condition to enable 


us to do so in order that new and sub- 
stantive findings of fact may be evolved 
upon which the order of the commission 
may be sustained, 

“It follows that the decree of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals De begs | to command 
compliance with the order of the comnis- 
sion was right and must therefore be af- 
firmed.” 

Justice White added that the opinion was 
not intended to operate so as to prevent 
future proceedings to-correct any unrea- 
sonableness of rate. 


RAILROAD DEMURS. 


Inter-State Commerce Commission’s 
Authority to Fix Rates Contested. 


CHICAGO, June 2.—A demurrer was filed 
by the Chicago and Northwestern Railway 
Company in the United States Circuit Court 
to-day, in the case begun by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission last March, 
based on the Sherman law and the Inter- 
State Commerce act, to prevent rate cut- 
ting and discrimination against shippers 
by the railroad. The demurrer is general, 
and simply sets forth that the Government 


is not entitled to an injunction on the peti- 
tion filed, and asks that the bill be dis- 
missed. 

There are fourteen of these cases against 
as many railroads, and all are set for hear- 
ing in the local courts, before Judges Gross- 
cup and J. F. Phillips, June 23.

RUSSELL SAGE SUED. 


One of the Defendants in Action by 
German-American Guarantee 
Receiver. 


Russell Sage, ex-Controller Edward V. 
Loew, and Charles J. Obermayer, who is 
identified with the Brooklyn Savings Bank, 
are defendants in a suit aggregating $350,- 
000 damages, brought by John Henry Ham- 
mond, receiver of the German-American 
Real Estate Title Guarantee Company. The 
plaintiff says he seeks to recover damages 
‘for the wrongful, tortuous, negligent, and 
careless acts of the said Loew, Obermayer, 
and Sage, who were Directors of the de- 
funct organization.” 

The plaintiff charges that the three de- 
fendants who were members of the Finance 
Committee of the title company from 1897 
to 1900, were guilty in that they loaned 
the concern’s money on property not worth 
the value of the loans advanced; or loaned 
the money on property already covered by 


mortgage, or did wrong by making as many 
as three different loans on the same prop- 
erty, the loans in no single case being se- 
cured by proper chattel mortgage on other 
property worth the money advanced. 

It is charged that loans of $46,000 and 
$60,000 were made to Walter S. Evans on 
property in West Sixty-third Street, and 
that a second mortgage, given to another 
party, was allowed to slip in against the 
property, and that the property sold under 
foreclosure for only $51,000, resulting in a 
loss to the title company of $60,000. This 
transaction took place in 1897.

think he was overtrained, and the collapse 
followed after eating.’’

TO TEST TEXAS TRUST ACT. 


New Jersey Oil Companies Admit Facts 


and Take an Appeal. 
Special to The New York Times. 


AUSTIN, Tex., June 2.—In the District 
Court here to-day in the cases of the State 
of Texas against the Southern Cotton Oil 
Company. and the National Cotton Oil 
Company, both New Jersey corporations, 
charged with forming a combination to con- 
trol.the price of cotton-seed products in 
Texas, in violation of the Anti-Trust act 
of 1898, the defendant companies admitted 
the facts charged, and each paid to the 
State penalties aggregating $2,600. The 
permits of the two companies to do busi- 


ness in Texas were declared forfeited, and 
the companies, denying the VConstitutional- 
ity of the Anti-Trust act, took an appeal 
to the Appellate Court on this sole issue. 

These proceedings were the result of an 
Agreement between the Attorney General 
and the attorneys for the oil companies to 
secure an early decision by the Appellate 
Court upon the Constitutionality of all the 
anti-trust statutes.

The price paid to the 
New York Life Insurance Company for the 
property $3,000,000, and, among trans- 
actions involving no element of trade, it is 
believed that the purchase ranks as the 
largest in the city’s real estate annals.

About a month ago negotiations for the 
of the hotel property to a syndicate 
headed by Justice P. Henry Dugro, John J. 
Gibbons, and Louis C. Raegener reached a 
sufficiently advanced stage to justify an 
announcement by the New York Life In- 
surance Company that the hotel had been 
sold, but the deal was abandoned subse- 
quently. 

The present structure extends 175 feet in 
depth on Fifty-ninth Street and 125 feet on 
Fifty-eighth Street, but included in the 
present purchase are adjoining lots on 
Fifty-ninth Street, making in all a frontage 
of 250 feet on that thoroughfare. It is not 
unlikely that before the completion of the 
new structure a similar frontage on Fifty- 
eighth Street will have been secured 
through the purchase of several adjoining 
dwellings. 

The existing lease of the hotel to F. A. 
Hammond does not expire until 1904, but 
that will not prevent work being carried 
forward immediately upon the part of the 
proposed structure to stand on the three 
adjoining lots along Fifty-ninth Street. It 
intimated also yesterday that some 
arrangement might be made under which 
the construction of the main part of the 
building will not have to be deferred, al- 
though no agreement to this end has been 
effected yet. 

The Plaza Hotel was erected in the early 
eighties. The undertaking was financed 
by the New York Life Insurance Company, 
and that corporation was compelled to take 
the property under foreclosure soon after 
the building had been completed. In the 
company’s last report to the Insurance De- 
partment of the State the property was 
listed at a valuation of $2,500,000. 

The new owners of the Plaza are inter- 


ested in several real estate and construc- 
tion projects in this city, aggregating many 
millions of dollars, such as the new Flat- 
iron Building at Fifth Avenue, Broadway, 
and Twenty-third Street, the proposed 
structure on the Boreel Building site, and 
a twenty-story building to be erected on 

attery Place, between Washington and 
West Streets. A large interest in the com- 
pany has recently been acquired by Presi- 
dent Charles M. Schwab and other officers 
of the United States Steel Corporation.

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Denies that “The Ghetto” Is a 
Term of Reproach. 


Jews Themselves Use It in Speaking of 
Lower East Side — Cambridge 
Speech Misquoted, He Says. 


District Attorney Jerome returned to his 
desk yesterday after his trip to Cambridge. 
Asked what he had to say in regard to the 
speech of Abraham Gruber criticising him 
for referring to the ‘‘Ghetto’’ and the 
Irish, Mr. Jerome said: 

“IT live myself in the Ghetto, one of the 
most crowded places in the world, and I 
got a quicker and keener response to my 
appeals to them as American citizens than 
I did from those who wear silks and dress 
suits. The Ghetto is not a term of re- 
proach. It signifies a district in which a 
number of Hebrews live, and there is no 
more offense in it than there is in saying 
the French or the Bohemian quarter. Most 
of my Jewish friends always refer to the 
lower east side as the Ghetto. Just before 
the last election a paper was started in 
the interests of reform, and it was called 
The Voice of the Ghetto. It was edited by 
Jews and was for Jews. The title would 
never have been chosen if there had been 
any offense in it. 

**T started out with a clear policy, and I 
mean to stick to it. The administration, so 
far as it tcuches matters with which I have 
to deal, has no policy. I think before the 
end it will be found to stand with me. The 
great trouble now is the feeling df uncer- 
tainty on the part of the police and the 
public as to what the intention of the ad- 
ministration is. It may be politically wise 
to declare for the non-enforcement of the 
liquor and gambling laws, and leave it to 
the people to justify such a course, rather 
than to maintain an unsettled policy. Per- 
sonally, I stand committed for the enforce- 
ment of all the laws, not only because I 


believe it is the only way to maintain my 
self-respect, but because I believe it wise 
from the low plane of political expediency. 

“IT have been misquoted in my Cambridge 
speech. I have been misrepresented in re- 
gard to what I said about nationality. I 
said nothing offensive of race, creed, or 
religion. J was talking about the social 
evil and the liquor law, and spoke of the 
hypocrisy there is in their pretended en- 
forcement. I said that we have a reform 
Mayor, a reform Controller, a reform Police 
Commissioner, and—Gold help us—a reform 
District Attorney, yet the poolrooms and 
the gambling houses are open. Richard 
Croker, I said, when he went in for racing, 
and it suited his monetary purposes, or- 
dered these places closed, and they were 
closed within twenty-four hours. 

‘“‘Under such circumstances, if men from 
institutions of learning prate for a liberal 
interpretation of the law, how can we ex- 
pect the 7,500 Irishmen on the police force 
to understand? The liquor law is plain. The 
Legislature overworked in finding plain 
English for it, and there can be but one 
interpretation. The law should be remod- 
eled. but it is a law and must be enforced. 
I was taught at school and at home ‘to tell 
the truth and to be honest, and I am not 
going to change now”

ing Committee of an automobile club who 
sanction or permit the public exhibition 
and use of such a machine should resign 
in a body and have their bumps felt. 

The Automobile Club of America 
should hold a solemn meeting, tear up 
its constitution, burn its by-laws, and 
disband, in order that, if ever reorgan- 
ized at all, it may become a club seeking 
the promotion of proper ends by rational 
means. 

We hold these truths to be self-evi- 
dent, all of them. 

What are the proper objects of an au- 
tomobile club? Plainly To en- 
courage the improvement and use of the 
automobile in ways that will develop its 
utility as a vehicle capable of being oper- 
ated on the public highway without in- 
fraction of the universal and funda- 
mental law that the highway must be at 
all times safe and convenient for travel. 
That means that the line of tendency in 
automobile construction should be to- 
ward the devising of machines that can 
be driven long distances at low cost; that 
will not break down or “ give out”; that 
are safe for their passengers and for the

| public, and that will run at the highest 


speed consistent with prudence and safe- 
ty. In short, the economic problem of 
the automobile, the test of its general 
utility compared with the horse and 
wagon, is the worthiest object of an au- 
tomobile club. 

To organize speed races and put a pre- 
mium upon mere velocity is senseless 
and vicious, man of ordinary 
judgment must see, if he will put his 
mind to it. The automobile has already 
reached and far overpassed the rate of 
speed safe and permissible upon the pub- 
lic highway, where alone it is to be used 
or can be used. It has attained the speed 
of the locomotive, which has the exclusive 
use of its own road, a prepared and in- 
closed way, where nothing may lawfully 
get in its path. It has much exceeded 
the utmost speed of the horse, yet for ex- 
hibitions of his highest capacity the 
horse is always withdrawn to reserved 
speedways or race tracks, where there is 
no intrusion of spectators or vehicles not 
participating in the contest. Greater 
speed than even the inférior automobiles 
now exhibit can be of no use or serv- 
ice. Why encourage development along 
that foolish line? Of course, if makers 
or drivers of machines are bent on break- 
ing their own necks it is open to them to 
own or hire a race track and go their 
way to dusty death in unobjectionable 
privacy. But to what good? A road au- 
tomobile is worthy and useful. A track 
automobile is a perfectly worthless thing 
and necessarily a dangerous thing, for it 
is obvious that at a mile a minute a 
vehicle, to be safe, must run upon rails 


giving it uniform support and guidance, 


as any 


. NEW 


But that is the field already filled by the 
locomotive. 

The fatal automobile race on the South 
Boulevard would never have been ar- 
ranged or permitted by men who clearly 
understood what they were about. We do 
not refer to the homicidal recklessness 
of running at high speed machines noto- 
riously not always controllable between 
dense lines of spectators, but to the 
whole stupid, brainless plan of a road 
test of highest speed between these ma- 
chines. Long-distance tests, trials of en- 
durance under hard service conditions of 
rain, mud, or snow—these are intelligible. 
Of speed the automobile already has too 
much, 

Accordingly, we think the Automobile 
Club of America should disband as a 
mark of want of confidence in its past 
objects. Haven’t the automobile men 
sense enough to see their own interests? 
Or must sense be actually beaten into 
them by the angered public? 


REDEEMING OUR SILVER DOLEARS. 

At the meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce on Thursday the report of 
the Committee on Finance and “Curren- 
cy, of which Mr. JoHN HARSEN RHUADES 
is Chairman, on the policy of redeeming 
silver dollars in gold will be considered. 
The report is in entire harmony with 
the views of the committee as submittea 
at the March meeting, which were un- 
qualifiedly in favor of gold redemption 
of silver dollars when presented in sums 
of five dollars, 

The occasion of repeating these views 
is the presentation at the April meeting 
of a resolution opposing the redemption, 
which was referred to the eommittee. 
The ground of opposition was that the 
gold reserve is not now too large for the 
redemption in gold of the United States 
notes, and not nearly large enough to 
meet redemption of the silver dollars. 
To this Mr. RHOADEs’s committee replies, 
first, that the withdrawal of small sil- 
ver certificates will practically reduce 
the demand for redemption of silver dol- 
lars to a negligible amount; second, that 
the gold reserve can always be protected 
by the use of Treasury certificates to 
meet any excess of current expenses, 
and, third, that if by any chance the re- 
serve is not large enough, it ought to be 
increased meet this redemption of 
silver dollars and establish beyond all 
possible doubt the ability of the Govern- 
ment to maintain in letter and in spirit 
the gold standard. 

We do not see how these conclusions 
of the committee can be reasonably con- 
tested. We have not the slightest doubt 
that, with the withdrawal of the small 
silver certificates—those for $1 and $2— 
the actual daily use for the silver dol- 
lars in trade would keep them always 
at par in gold. If, however, that should 
prove not to be the case, then they 
should be kept at par in gold by the 
Government which issued them as dol- 
lars, and the only fair, honest, effective 
way to do this is to give gold for them 
whenever demanded by the holder. We 
fre quite suré that the reserve now au- 
thorized would be ample for that pur- 
pose, but if it‘ should not be, then it 
should be increased. The gold standard 
requires that every dollar issued by the 
Government should be worth a dollar in 
gold and the only absolutely sure way to 


to 


secure that is for the Government to be 


prepared to give a gold dollar for any 
dollar issued by it. There is no middle 
course. Gold payments mean payments 
in gold on demand. They mean nothing 
less and nothing else. And the time to 
make such payments entirely certain is 
when the Treasury is amply supplied 
with means, for when these payments 
are made entirely certain the demand for 
them will be reduced to the lowest pos- 
sible amount. 


DIPLOMACY AND THE ARTS. 

One might imagine the Golden Age 
come again, to listen to the mellifluous 
accents of Kings and Presidents as they 
beat their breasts and call the world to 
witness what lovers of peace they are; as 
they send each other telegrams dripping 
with the honey of brotherly love, and 
present each other with gifts of gold, 
services of silver, statues of bronze. 

And the best of the comedy is that they 
are serious—they actually mean it. 

Here is a Dante about to be presented 
to Berlin as a courteous reply to a Goethe 
to be erected in Rome. Here is King 
EpwARD employing Americans, French- 
men, and Germans to illustrate and deck 
in various ways his coronation. Here is 
Emperor WILuIAM offering a statue of 
his free-thinking, cynical, dare-devil an- 
cestor, with the certainty that sooner of 
later he cannot escape the return gift of 
@ monument to some tyrant-scorning 
American. And thereat, in each country, 
the kind of man, who, did he but know it 
and had he the power, would burn his 
neighbor at the stake for differing from 
him in his view of Gop, begins a long 
wolfish howl about principles and the 
desecration of ideals, and calls for the 
head of the President or potentate who 
dares to be internationally affable and 
courteous. 

In Germany the Agrarians are saying 
things which would cause anybody else 
but those reckless Prussian libertines of 
speech to be gathered in by the strong 
arm of the law. Those hateful Yankees 
who keep the price of foodstuffs low 
should not be allowed, remarks one organ 
of the Agrarians, to become cultivated 
by the contemplation in their midst of 
German works of art! To give the bar- 
barians statues is to educate our rivals. 
The coarse commercial race, adds an- 
other, with that delicate persiflage which 
in the mouth of the Prussian editor 
takes the place of wit, will think that 
our Emperor is currying favor with the 
new world-power and laugh at him. 

On our side the people who know least 
about FREDERICK THE GREAT are the 
most incensed. One might suppose, to 
hear their revings, that democracy in 
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this country was but a weakling, a plant 
with shallow roots which might at any 
moment’be destroyed by the Upas Tree 
of monarchy, a principle so little settled 
in men’s hearts that the contemplation 
of a few bronze statues on the part of 
the American public will uproot it and 
change the country from a Republic to a 
One-Man Show. What kind of patriots 
must they be who impute to their 
fellow-citizens such feeble minds that 
ten thousand effigies of tyrants could 
suggest to them the giving up of the 
rights we have had for more than a 
century? 

On the contrary, Emperor WItLuIAM is 
employing a very graceful sort of diplo- 
macy, which is also very ancient, since 
portraits and paintings have been the 
usual gifts for the past two thousand 
years. Surely a statue of BENJAMIN 
FRANKLIN, of LINCOLN, or WASHINGTON 
is a safer envoy than the usual brand of 
American politician, particularly so, as a 
judicious German has pointed out, since 
the statue has no wife. It preserves, as 
no diplomat yet, the most strenuous 
silence; never writes letters during po- 
litical campaigns, and is absolutely sure 
not to leave memoirs reviling every one 
at the capital ornamented by its pres- 
ence. 

Could the charge ever be _ brought 
against Der Alte Fritz in bronze that he 
was accumulating plans of our seaboard 
defenses against a possible war between 
us and His beloved Prussia? Besides— 
what a delightful way to dispose of 
statues which, to speak mildly, are at 
present silghtly out of place! There’s 
the Sunset Cox in Astor Place; why not 
give him: to the Sublime Porte? Or the 
Bobby Burns on the Mall in Central 
Park—box him up and direct him to 
Skibo Castle, Scotland. The more one 
reflects on the possibilities in the way of 
a diplomatic use of statues, the readier 
is one to swear that Emperor WILLIAM 
“beats the Dutch ” in striking out bright 
and useful ideas. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—oOne can, by trying hard, imagine a 
reason besides regard for the public safety 
to explain why the East Side Democratic 
Club has demanded that there be two duly 
qualified motormen for each of the new 
electric trains on the elevated road. But 
the desire to create positions for men whom 
the recent change of system has deprived 
of employment is not an unworthy one, 
however impracticable it may be, and the 
club’s resolution, comparing the electric 
trains with ferryboats and pointing out that 
many of the arguments which led to the 
passage of the two-pilot law are applicable 
to the electric trains, is not without some 
justification. The motormen occupy a com- 
partment where they are screened from 
view, and, in case of sudden inability to 
perform their duties, the consequences 
might easily be disastrous. The responsi- 
bility upon these men is heavy, and their 
work demands the constant exercise of all 
their faculties. Death or a relaxation of 
attention due to a less serious cause would 
obviously lead to disaster in the shape of 
collisions between the fast following trains, 
and these would happen before anybody 
knew that something was wrong with the 
motorman. On the steam locomotive there 
was always the fireman, ready and compe- 
tent to replace the engineer In case of acci- 
dent to the latter. In theory, at least, the 
law requiring two pilots~on ferryboats re- 
moves the similar danger from those craft, 
and though there be suspicious persons who 
question whether or not that law is always 
obeyed with scrupulous fidelity by all the” 
ferry companies, the companies all admit 
its reasonablenéss, and a@ second pilot of 
some kind is usually within sight of the 
man at the wheel. This understudy, how- 
ever, rarely passes his time in well-paid 
idleness, and that is what the motorman’s 
deputy would have to do—to the great pain 
of his employers. The problem is not a 
simple one, and the East Side Democratic 
Club will not accomplish Its reform in a 
day or a week, but to the unprofessional 
mind it does look as though it would be 
well to leave the motorman uncurtained, 
large as is the excuse for his seclusion. 

—-—In ascending Montagne Pelée at this 
time and remaining for two hours on the 
edge of its main crater, Prof. HEILPRIN 
demonstrated the very utmost possibilities 
of human courage—or of human reckless- 
ness, Some may be disposed to say. That 
he deliberately exposed himself to half a 
dozen particularly dreadful forms of sud- 
den death cannot be questioned. He es- 
ecaped alive, but, as it was, the volcano 
bombarded him with hot boulders, half 
boiled him: with steaming mud, half 
asphyxiated him with sulphurous gases, and 
half buried him in the powdered stone 
which it is convenient to call “‘ ashes.’’ Had 
one of the mountain's great explosions oc- 
curred, as might have happened at any 
moment, while he was there, the profes- 
sor’s body would instantly have been re- 
duced to its elements, and even a slight in- 
crease of the activity he encountered would 
not only have killed him, but it*would have 
left even his fate a terrible mystery. Yet 
it is safo to assume that Prof. H®ILPRIN 
took all the precautions he could take, such 
as profiting by the direction of the trust- 
worthy trade winds and his own observa- 
tions as to the average interval between 
the fiercer eruptions, and his scientific at- 
tainments made him competent to judge 
as to whether or not a close inspection of 
the crater was likely to make a useful ad- 
dition to the sum of human knowledge—an 
addition valuable enough to justify the 
risking of his life. It 1s far from safe to 
charge Prof. HEILPRIN and the other scien- 
tists with foolhardiness. They are fully 
aware of the danger they encounter, but 
they also remember that though there are 
many theories about volcanic action, there 
is little actual information .concerning it, 
and that such information can be secured 
only by close study of eruptions in prog- 
ress. It is not an idle or morbid curiosity 
they are satisfying. With a better under- 
standing of volcanic conditions there may 
come means of recognizing the premonitory 
symptoms of disaster and so of preventing 
such loss of life as resulted at St. Pierre 
from the failure of its people to interpret 
the mountain's warnings. 


—A curious, and, to Northerners, sur- 
prising emphasis marks the comment made 
in some of the Southern papers upon the 
recently published interview in which Mrs. 
JerrerRson Davis was quoted as saying 
that, when her husband was the prisoner 
of Gen. MIL®s, the latter brought to see 
him ‘school teachers and boarding house 
keepers,” they being “the only women 
then who could abide his [Gen. MILms’s] 
underbreeding.”” These unfortunate words 
—we believe their authenticity has been 
denied—have excited deep resentment in 
the South, and the feeling is well illustrated 
by a communication to The Washington 
(Ga.) Chronicle, signed by Miss E. F. An- 
DREWS, a& daughter of the late Judge Gar- 
ware AuDpawa, & sister of Col. Garnett 
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ANDREWS of the Confederate Army, and 
herself prominent in the Daughters of the 
Confederacy.

Davis, at one critical period of his life, 
was glad to accept the generous hospital- 
ity of a ‘boarding house keeper,’ and that 
many a high-born daughter of the South, 
whose breeding would at least not compare 
unfavorably with that of Mrs. Davis, has | 
been forced to earn ‘her living by teaching 
school, may there not be some danger that 
the teachers of the South, whose duty it is 
to instruct the children in the true history 
of their country, may find the unpleasant 
necessity thrust upon them of leading the 
youth of the rising generation to question 
whether the wife of the Confederate Presi- 
dent was a fair representative of the high- 
est type of Southern refinement and cult- 
ure?’’ That says much and hints more as 
to feelings which, if they existed, have 
hitherto been studiously and successfully 
concealed from public notice. 





—Saturday’s terrible automobile acci- 
dent on Staten Island is peculiar in that | 
the responsibility for it seems to be shared, 
if it is not monopolized, by the local au- | 
thorities who authorized the holding of 
races on a public road. They either did 
take or should have taken into account the 
possibility that one of the great machines, 
when moving at more than railway speed, 
might escape from the control of its opera- 
tors, and the people who lined the sides of | 
the road had full warning that the auto- | 
mobilists would make the best speed they | 
could. Justification for the animosity ex- 
pressed against the racers is therefore 
slight in this instance, and it might better 
be directed, if at all, against the Aldermen 
who formally authorized the contests with 
the records. Automobilism has sins nu- 
merous and heavy enough to account for 
without burdening it with those belonging 
to others. This was an accident pure and | 
simple, and it might have happened on a 
special track made in private grounds. 





NO DRUNKARDS HERE. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

At a mass meeting in the interest of tem- 
perance, and in connection with the meet- | 
ing of the General Assembly of the Presby- | 
terian Church of the United States, a dele- | 
gate, the Rev. Isaac J. Lansing, was re- | 
ported to have said: ‘‘ Liquor is to be held | 
responsible for the great coal strike. The | 
strike leaders are drunkards and their | 
headquarters are in saloons."’ I wish to an- 
swer this assumption by the general state- 
ment that some men from nature and abil- 
ity are qualified for leadership in all move- 
ments tor human betterment, and that this 
is as true in labor-capital contests as in any 
other field of action. The drunkard here, | 
as everywhere else, is either a weakling or 
a hindrance, Mr. Lansing to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

On the contrary, we read that the Catho- 
lic priests mingled among the men and ad- 
vised them to abstain from liquor and sign 
the pledge, and the absence of disorder in- 
dicates that their advice was followed. Let 
mé ask if the Rev. Mr. Shaffer, who led 
the strike of 1901, or Mr. Mitchell, the pres- | 
ent leader, or many of the ‘Presidents of 
the eighty-seven organizations comprising | 
the American Federation of Labor are | 
drunkards? 

The uniform testimony of the newspapers | 
is that there are concerned in the present 
coal strike 145,000 men, whose daily wages 
average-about $1.30 for skilled miners and 
unskilled laborers, all told. The quantity 
of coal mined is about 5,000,000 tons per | 
month, for which about $3,000,000 is paid 
in wages, or 60 cents per ton. The demands 
of the workmen are for eight hours’ work, | 
the legal rate in twenty-six States of the 
Union, with the same pay as now. The 
laborers are usually paid by the miners, | 
who get out the coal at a certain rate per 
ton, so the loss from a shorter day, if there 


be any, would come out of the pockets of 
the miners. To cover that loss they ask for 
an increase of 5 per cent. in the contract 
price, which would make the cost of the 
coal mined 3 cents per ton more than it is 
now. This difference is the bone of con- 
tention, and liquor and drunkenness have 
nothing to do with it whatever. 

All that the workmen want is an eight- 
hour instead of a ten-hour day at the same 
pay. The contractors want 5 per cent. more 
a ton for mining, and they will stand all 
losses for the shorter day. The men be- 
lieve they are not getting a just compensa- 
tion for hard and honest work, and by a 
vote of their whole number after patient 
efforts, have decided upon the only manly 
way, to abstain from working at such rates. 
As long as they use no violent measures 
they should have the encouragement of 
all who would follow the Great Teacher. 

I am giving undue prominence to the in- 
correct statement of a delegate, but such 
statements tend to strengthen a too-popular 
belief that this influential denomination 
of Christians is often dominated by those 
who are unfriendly to the workingman, 
which is proved by the fact that in all is- 
sues between the workman and his em- 
ployer the clergy and the press almost al- 
Ways prejudice the case in favor of the em- 
ployer. 

I atn not a labor agitator and have no 
private wrongs to be righted, but I am not 
willing that the statement of this delegate 
should circulate without protest, and which 
I had hoped would be answered by an abler 
pen than mine.

The House Acknowledges His 
President McKinley Speech. 


Mr. De Armond (Mo.) Had Objected to 
Request for Unanimous Consent 
—How Vote Stood. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—In the House 
to-day Mr. Grosvenor (Ohio) moved the 
passage, under suspension of the rules, of 
a joint resolution extending the thanks of 
Congress to Secretary of State Hay for his 
address on the occasion of the McKinley 
memorial services last February.

Mr. Grosvenor explained that Sec- 
retary Hay had been invited to deliver the 
memorial address by both houses of Con- 
gress, following which the resolution of 
thanks was offered in terms identical with 
that passed by Congress after George Ban- 
croft, the historian, had delivered the eu- 
logy upon Lincoln. 

Mr. Richardson then yielded his twenty 
minutes to Mr. Clark, (Mo.,) who made an 
objection to the consideration of. the reso- 
Mr. Clark said he ap- 
preciated that any one who opposed the 
pending resolution would subject himself 
to the criticism of every editor in the 
United States who also was a Postmaster 
or who hoped to be a Postmaster. 

In some respects, Mr. Clark said, he had 
a high opinion and a high regard for the 
Secretary of State. He was a historic per- 
sonage. He had made a name in literature, 
both in prose and poetry, that any man 
might envy. It was not against the man, 
therefore, that his criticism was directed. 
kt was because in the presence of a great, 


brilliant, and sympathetic audience he had 


abused the occasion to inject into his eu- 
logy of McKinley a high-class stump speech. 

Mr. Clark contrasted Mr. Hay’s speech 
with that of Mr. Blaine, delivered on the 
occasion of the Garfield memorial services. 
Although the latter’s eulogy was delivered 
the most difficult circumstances, 
when the Republican Party was divided 
into two warring factions, he did not utter 


a single word that could offend. About 
half the Democrats applauded Mr. Clark as 
he concluded, but the demonstration was 
not enthusiastic. 

Mr. Grosvenor thén yielded five minutes 
to Mr. Hooker, (Miss.,) who made a de- 
fense of Mr. Hay’s speech. Gen. Hooker 
is a one-armed Confederate veteran, who 
was one of Jefferson Davis’s counsel when 
he was tried for treason. He had been a 
member of the committee which selected 
Mr. Hay ag orator of the memorial serv- 
ices, and had unjted in the selection. Mr. 
Hooker spoke as follows: 

‘*T listened with great care and attention 
to the address delivered by Mr. Hay. I 
to everything 
that affects the interests and the honor 
and the welfare of the Democratic Party 
as my friend from Missouri, but from whom 
[I entirely dissent on this occasion, but I 
failed tu detect in the whole of that ad- 
dress anything that I thought was im- 
proper to be said or anything said in a 
party a And I feel sure that if a man 
selected ior the great duty of speaking on 
that occasion the sentiments of the Amer- 
ican people had dared to inject into his ad- 
dress anything that was an appeal to party 
spirit and party sentiment the shade of our 
great President, breaking the cerements of 
the tomb, would have appeared before him 
and at once challenged his utterances. 

‘President McKinley was a Republican; 
the man selected as orator by the joint 
committee was a Republican. Did we ex- 
pect to select any other?

Mr. Grosvenor concluded the debate with 
a few words pointing out that the failure 
of the House to adopt a resolution of 
thanks would be construed by many not 
only as a condemnation of Mr. Hay's ad- 
dress, but also of McKinley. 

In closing he expressed the hope that not 
a vote would be cast against the resolution. 

The vote en was taken and the resolu- 
tion adopted—129 to 46.

He Suggests that an Attempt Be Made 
at Self-Government by the 
Filipinos. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—General debate 
on the Philippine Government bill was an- 
nouriced in the Senate to-day, the arrange- 
ment being that the debate should proceed 
under the fifteen-minute rule. 

Mr. Cullom supported the general policy 
of the Republican Party, denominating the 
Democratic Party as a “fire in the rear | 
party.” 

Mr. Mason (Ill.) spoke, as he said, for 
the Filipinos. He said he would not have | 
voted for the peace treaty but for the 
open and notorious understanding among 
Senators that there was to be a vote on a 
resolution to give to the Filipinos self- 


government as soon as, in the opinion of 
the people of the United States, they were 
equal to the task. 

“Why not try it?’ he asked. “It will 
cost nothing. No harm can come from an 
effort in that direction. Our Republic is 
righteous enough to do right, regardless 
of what the other nations of the world may 
think or say. You have tried subduing 
the Filipinos with a ge 2 hand and with- 
out any promise of self-government, as 
you gave the Cubans. 

“IT have faith tn the ultimate liberty of 
mankind,” concluded Mr. Mason. ‘It may 
not come in your day or mine, but some 
day not only the people here in the mother 
Republic, but all over the world—in Cuba, 
in South Africa, aye, in the Philippines— 
will be free.” 

Mr. Hoar, after reviewing the situation 
in the Philippines and referring to the out- 
rages which had been committed, said: 

‘TI do not charge these things upon the 
army. I charge them upon imperialism.” 
He referred to the cost of the war as 
enough to establish universities like Har- 
vard through the country. He adverted 
to the references which had been made to 
the acts of Gen. Grant during the civil 
war, and declared: ‘‘The most shameful 
thing in this whole transaction is the sum- 
moning of the authority of Gen. Grant to 
justify the order of Gen. Smith.” 


BANKRUPTCY LAW UPHELD. 





United States Supreme Court Declares 
It Constitutional. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—In passing on 
the case of the Hanover National Bank of 
New York vs. Max Moyses the United 
States Supreme Court, in an opinion deliv- 
ered by Chief Justice Fuller to-day, de- 
cided the National bankruptcy law to be 
constitutional. The proceeding was insti- 
tuted by the bank against Moyses in the 
Circuit Court of the United States for the 
Eastern District of Tennessee on a judg- 
ment recovered gainst him, and the va- 
lidity of the bankruptcy law was attacked. 
The court held that to be valid a bank- 
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ruptcy law must be uniform throughout the 
United States, and further, that it is unf- 
form “when the Trustee takes in each 
State whatever would have been available 
to the creditors if the bankrupt law had 
not been passed.”’ 

Chief Justice Fuller added: ‘‘ The general 
operation of the law is uniform, although 
it may result, in cértain particulars, differ- 
ently in different States.” 

The Chief Justice also said: ‘‘ Congress 
may prescribe any regulations concerning 
discharge in bankruptcy that are not so 
grossly unreasonable as to be incompatible 
with fundamental law, and we cannot find 
anything in this act on that subject which 
youl justify us in overthrowing its ac- 
tion.”’ 


ROOSEVELT BETTER. 


She Will Leave Washington for Oyster 
Bay Next Monday.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Mrs. Roosevelt 
has so far recovered from her recent indis- 
position as to take a daily drive about the 
city and suburbs. This afternoon she was 
at home to a number of friends, who called 
at the White House to pay their respects. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, accompanied by her sis- 
ter, Miss Carew; Miss Roosevelt, and the 
children and some of the domestics of the 
White House, will leave Washington Mon- 
day morning on the Dolphin for Oyster 
Bay, where she will pass the Summer. 

It is not probable that President Roose- 
velt will accompany his family Monday on 
account of pressing business, attendant 
upon Congress, but he will follow them for 
a short visit aS soon as these affairs will 
permit.

VETERAN’S QUERY TO MR. LOW. 


Col. J. E. Jones Unable to Reconcile His 
Dismissal. with the Mayor’s Speech 
at Soldiers’ Monument. 


Col. James E. Johes, recently superseded 
as Keeper of Small Parks by Thomas F. 
Murphy, ex-Warden of Bellevue Hospital, 
yesterday sent a letter, of which the fol- 


lowing is a copy, to Mayor Lew: 
New York, June 2, 1902. 





Hon. Seth Low: 

When on May 80th I heard your almost inspired 
words at the dedication of the Soldiers’ onu- 
ment on Riverside Drive, I felt a thrill of joy 
that seemed to move the entire audience that sur- 
rounded you. You gave utterance to the honest 
sentiments of your manly heart. With what 
feelings of wonder and surprise, when I recall a 
late event, the following words impressed me: 

“It may well be said that those who fought 
for the Union in the civil war stand in need of 
no monument of stone or bronze. Our happy, 
prosperous, and reunited country is in itself a 
monument greater than any that the sculptor can 
devise or that loving hands can set up. But the 
city needed this monument for its own sake. It 
could not be that the loyal, patriotic, powerful 
City of New York could permanently go without 
fuch an inspiration to patriotism as this monu- 
ment will henceforth supply. 

“IT commit this monument to the keeping of 
the Park Board as a sacred trust. See to it that 
it receives the affectionate care due to a montu- 
ment whose foundations are laid deep in the 
hearts of our people. The memories that hover 
around it already clothe it with a Nght that 
makes it sacred to the eye, and every day, as one 
veteran after another passes from earth to res* 
by the eternal campfires, there shall fall upon 
it an added glow, as if the fires of the setting 
sun {in which it will always shine were indeed 
a benediction upon it and upon our country from 
those in whose honor it is reared.’’ 

I was the first man from the State of New 
York to enter the military service the day after 
the firing upon Fort Sumter: served honorably 
through the war, was three times brevetted, and 
mustered out in 1866. After you became Mayor 
I was about the first official that met disaster 
at your hands. I had honorably filled a place 
for four years, with never a complaint against 
me from a superior and many gratifying com- 
mendations from the public. My conduct as a 
soldier, that was so generously referred to in 
your grand address, makes me a shareholder in 
the monument you turned over to Commissioner 
Willeox, of which those of my own line that come 
after me will ever be proud; but how can they 
reconcile that fact, that my memory can be per- 
petuated in marble while it is dishonored by the

The modus of Jameson Lee Finney might 
perhaps be censured by actors of the old 
school as being in unduly neutral tints, in- 
congruously naturalistic. At all events, it 
was the most finished and artistic perform- 
ance of the evening, dignified in its awk- 
wardness, natural in its bashful absurdity 
and stupidity. None of our younger 
actors makes simple, natural inflections 
of the voice carry further, or makes 
normal movements of the features and 
of the whole body express a more poet- 
fecal grace. And perhaps Mr. Finney’s per- 
sonal charm is even more potent than his 
art. Another reason, it is announced, he is 
to figure as a star. Many a charming act- 
wr is unequal to bearing the full weight of 
an evening’s entertainment, and it is to be 
hoped that he will take full note of the 
dangers that lie in his path in order to 
avoid them. 


| “A CHINESE HONEYMOON.” 


English Musical Comedy Is Presented 


at the Casino. 

Distinct achievement in “A Chinese 
Hioneymoon,” the new musical comedy seen 
,at the Casino last evening, is to be credited 
to Katie Barry, a diminutive newcomer, 
who, by reason of a quaint personality, a 
semblance of buoyant good nature and abil- 
ity in the direction of grotesque activity, 
scored an unusual success with an audience 
that was not always as discriminating as 
it was demonstrative. From the occasion 


of her first entrance through the succes- 
sive drolleries in which she figured, as well 
as in her individual songs, which proved 
among the most diverting features of the 
entertainment, Miss Barry's efforts pro- 
vided occasion for much spontaneous laugh- 
ter. Entirely unknown here up to last 
night, her success is, therefore, a fact 
to be recorded. 

Another surprise of the evening was pro- 
vided by Aimee Angéles, who blossomed 
forth as an imitator of ‘no mean ability, 
to the satisfaction of those who had here- 
tofore known her sim ply as a graceful 
dancer in the Weber an ields ranks. The 
enthusiasm evoked by her mimicry, in 
wh'ch she was admirably assisted by Will- 
igm Pruette, was unbounded. 

Mention of these distinctly favored feat- 
ures of the new musical comedy seem fit- 
ting in the very vo oe for such success 
as the piece achieved is largely due to the 
efforts of the actors, and to those of the 
scene painters and costumers. If the au- 
thor of the book and the eomposer of the 
music had been as successful as those who 
had the setting forth of their work, praise, 
which must now be qualified, might be ac- 
corded without stint. But there is little in 
the book, which is by George Dance, that 
provides any occasion for humor, and most 
of Howard Talbot’s music, when it is not 
reminiscent, is lacking in such tunefulness 
as is required to make it of the essentially 
popular sort. One has passed the stage 
nowadays of asking for great originality 
in such composition—or, at any rate, one is 
mightily surprised if it is forthcoming. But 
that the tunes shall fall pleasingly on the 
ear and that they shall come readily to the 
lips of whistlers and singers—that may be 
fairly demanded. Perhaps after a few 
nights, too, the tendency toward ear-crash- 
ing effects in the rendering of the choruses 
will have been overcome—that may well be 
hoped for, for last night noise, rather than 
melody, marked much of what was sung. 

In point of javishness of production “A 
Chinese Honeymoon” is entitled to much 
praise. The two scenes—‘‘the garden of 
the hotel at Yiang Ylang” and “ the room 
in the Emperor's palace '’~are well painted, 
and the pictures presented, with many 
richly dressed women on the stage, is one 
of Oriental splendor. In the combinations 
of colors one notes the absence of those 
faults in taste which so often mar. An 
exceptionally pretty and novel effect is ob- 
tained in the second act, where disappear- 
ing and reappearing lines of chorus girls 
in bright colored gowns provide a panorama 
of changing color. 

The story of the ‘“ Chinese Honeymoon” 
is not important. It concerns one Simon 
Pineapple, who goes to China on a honey- 
moon with his bride, under the somewhat 
unusual conditions of being accompanied 
by her eight bridesmaids. The chief uses of 
these bridesmaids is epperestiy to blow 
screeching whistles, which add to the gen- 
eral clamor, and to wear “creations” in 
the now absolutely essential ‘octet spe- 
cialty.”” Pineapple meets in China is 
nephew, Tom Hatherton, who is there for 
the purpose of falling in love with Soo 
S00, the Emperor's niece. Fifi, a waitress 
in a hotel, is in love with Tom, but sacri- 
fices herself to make that worthy young 
man happy. The sueperer has ordered his 
Lord Chancellor to find him a bride, one 
of the conditions being that the aspirant 
for that position shall not know the real 
rank of her fiance-to-be, but shall be al- 
lowed to think that he is a_bill-poster. 
Various complications result through the 
peculiarities of the Chinese laws. enna 
finds himsel* married to his niece-that- 
was-to-be and Hatherton’s intended bride 
becomes his aunt-in-law.

HENRY SIEGEL’S INVESTMENT. 


Small Corner Bought for $375,000 Will 
Bring $40,000 a Year, He Says. 


Henry Siegel is making arrangements 
for the construction of a building on the 
site of the small piece of property at the 
northwest corner of Thirty-fourth Street 
and Broadway, which he purghased about 
a year ago for $375,000. 

“People said I was crazy when I paid 
$375,000 for the property,” said Mr. Siegel 
yesterday. ‘“‘It has a frontage of 31 feet 
on Broadway and a depth of 51 feet, but it 
slopes so that the width of the lot in the 


rear is only 16 feet. I have leased the prop- 
erty for a long term_to a cigar company 
for $40,000 a year.

DEATH OF MONTEFIORE ISAACS. 


Career of the Clubman, Connoisseur, 
and Broker, Nephew of Sir 


Moses Montefiore. 
Montefiore Isaacs, who died on Sunday 
morning at his apartment in this city, was 
one of the best-known and most popular 
bachelors in New York society. Mr. Isaacs 


came of an old and distinguished family, 
which has been identified for years with 
New York. His uncle was Sir Moses Mon- 
= of London, the famous philanthro- 
pist. 

Mr. Isaacs was a very cultivated and 
clever man. He was a profound Shake- 
Spearean scholar and a collector of rare 
books, works of art, and antiques of all 
kinds. This was a particular fad of his, 
and some years ago he sold a part of his 
collection. He was a rare judge of paint- 
ings and old china and silver. He was 
always interested in the drama, and in his 
library had many valuable works on this 
subject. What was at one time a passing 
fad with him, but soon became one of his 
characteristics, was wonderful dexterity 
at sleight-of-hand tricks. He always at 
his own home performed some of these so 
well, and without any mechanical contriv- 
ances, that he would invariably mystify his 
guests. One of his favorite tricks was to 
hg opey dainty gifts and favors from all 

inds of bowls and glasses, and those who 
dined with him invariably took home some 
little souvenir of the occasion. But it 
was not only in private that he gave these 
exhibitions, but he has pepeeres a number 
of times in public for various charities, 
quite regardless of creed. 

Mr. Isaacs was a member of the Ninth 
Regiment during the war.- By occupation 
he was a broker and a member of the 
Stock Exchange. He was also a member 
of a number of fashionable clubs, including 
the Union, the Metropolitan, and the Rac- 
quet. He was one of the first members of 
the Tuxedo Club, and was much interested 
in the progress of Tuxedo Park. He also 
belonged to the Southside Sportsmen's 
Club, 

Mr. Isaacs was one of the most genial 
and delightful of hosts. Of late years he 
lived in a small apartment near the Union 
Club. He frequently gave dinners there to 
his intimate friends, and was the very soul 
of hospitality. Mr. Isaacs leaves three sis- 
ters and one brother. 


DEATH OF PETER ROSS. 


Was at One Time State Historian of 
the Masonic Grand Lodge of the 
State of New York. 

Peter Ross, LL. D., one of the best-known 
Scotchmen in this country, died yesterday 
morning at his home, 62 West Sixty-sixth 
Street, of nervous prostration resulting 
from overwork. Dr. Ross was born in Edin- 
burgh in 1847. He learned the printer’s 
trade and later wrote for a number of pa- 
pers. In 1875 he came to America and be- 
came editor of a Scottish newspaper. He 
was elected a member of the Masonic Order 
and attained the thirty-second degree. He 
was a Past Master of Scotia Lodge, No. 634, 
and had served as State Historian of. the 
Grand Lodge of the State. On a return 


visit to Scotland he was made an honorary | 


member of Kilwinning Lodge, of which 
Robert Burns had been a member, Dr. Ross 
received degrees froma number of colleges 
and universities in recognition of his lit- 
erary works. His most prominent works 
are ‘‘ The Life of St. Andrew,” “ Scotland 
and the Scots,’” ‘‘The Scot in America,” 
“Scottish Characters in History,’ and ‘‘ The 
History of Freemasonry."’ At the time of 
his death he was engaged upon a history of 
Long Island. He received a letter from Mr. 
Gladstone in commendation of some of his 
writings. 

He had been connected with THE New 
York TiMEs for about twelve years. He is 
survived by a wife, a son, and a brother. 

The funeral services will be held at the 
Masonic Hall on Thursday at 1:30 o'clock.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


In yesterday's New York security mar- 
ket—less than 275,000 shares being trad- 
ed in—there was slight reflection of the 
improved conditions which are naturally 
accredited to the settlement of the Brit- 
fsh-Boer war. Final quotations showed 
few fluctuations of consequence, only 
three stocks traded in to the extent of a 
thousand shares changing as much as a 
whole point. One of these was St. Louis 
and San Francisco, where a belated pool 
is struggling to get even, another being 
Continental Tobacco preferred, where 
there are official plans to retire the 
whole issue, for reasons born of the new 
and broader tobacco deal that is pro- 
gressing internationally. 

In so far as news developments were 
concerned nothing new came into Wall 
Street while the market was open—the 
Boer agreement and the anthracite strike 
proving equally uninfluential. 


Only small fractional declines were 
scored by any of the coal stocks—Erie 
losing %, Delaware and Hudson %, Onta- 
rio and Western %, and Reading %. All 
day long the Street was bombarded with 
‘bulletins from the coal regions, announc- 
ing dreadful news in variety, but the 
iStock Exchange appreciation of what 
was in progress showed in the insignif- 
fcant quotation fluctuations. Though ag- 
gressive efforts are made to impress the 
‘seriousness of the strike situation, nei- 
ther speculator nor investor becomes 
anxious or nervous. 


Money market conditions maintained 
satisfactory character in yesterday's 
market; call loans rose to 5 per cent., and 
\fell to 2, practically all of the day’s busi- 
ness being done around 3 per cent., while 
time funds’ were in liberal supply, rates 
‘running from 4 to 4% per cent. for prac- 
tically the rest of the year. In foreign 
exchange there was not a single feature 
of interest; recent gold export prophecies 
lare being disposed of, 


Even though in yesterday’s New York 
gnarket there was shown scant apprecia- 
tion of the improved international busi- 
mess conditions growing out of the end- 
ng of the South African Boer war, expe- 
rienced men of affairs recognize the fact 
that the war's settlement must eventu- 
ally be far-reaching in its influence— 
apropos of which an important London 


authority says: 
Continental capitalists have begun to buy 
ad London upon a consjderable scale. They 
not only buying British Government 
funds, but they are also buying mining 
ghares. They will buy still more freely. 
Thereby they will raise the prices of every- 
lthing in which they invest, and in so doing 
they will strengthen the better feeling that 
ull © ring up here, and will increase very 
terially the purchasing power of the 
ritish public. In turn, this investment 
ll give a better employment to Continent- 
1 money; will, therefore, add to the pur- 
p masing power of the Continent, and very 
m after will give a fillip to Continental 
rade. 
It is to be recollected that there has been 
actically no speculation in this country 
ce the war broke out, more than two 
da haif years ago, and before that there 
jwas very little speculation since the break- 
down in the mining market just before the 
id. Consequently, credit here at home is 
orough'y sound, trade is being con- 
ucted in the safest manner. Moreover, -in 
spite of appearances to the contrary, the 
jwealth of the country has enormously in- 
creased. 
In France, again, there has been exceed- 
ly little speculation for several years, 
owing to its distracted internal condition. 
ere Was somc speculation and much more 
pennagement in regard to investment in 
ustrial enterprises.

re is a restoration of political and eco- 
mic confidence. And, in short, the nation 
is prepared for new enterprise. 
en in Germany, we may expect to see 
on improvement, once the war is over; 
y because enterprising German capit- 
lists will invest in London, and thereby 
ll] make profits; partly because the in- 
in the outturn of gold will relieve 
e money markets of the world, and partly 
use the slow liquidation that has been 
on now for nearly two years must 
ve made so much progress that very soon 
Germany vill be in a sounder position than 
phe has been in since the beginning of the

At home and abroad, then, we expect to

The sustained strength of Continental To- 
bacco preferred was on buying by brokers 
usually acting for Tobacco Trust interests, 
with some little independent buying also 
appearing. The strong investment position 
of the stock, which payg 7 per cent. and 
has priority over the bonds of the Consoli- 
dated Tobacco Company, is said in some 
quarters to be responsible for the steady 
demand for the stock. In other quarters 
the talk persists that the stock is to be 
retired at 150, 

Banking houses identified with the prop- 
erty were reported to be the largest buyers 
of Fuller Construction Company common 
stock, which advanced sharply. Beyond the 
purchase by the company of the Plaza 
Hotel, nothing new developed to explain 
the buying. HMarnings, however, are said 
to be steadily increasing. 

The advance of over six points in Gen- 
eral Wlectric was due to the execution of 
an invesiment order for 300 shares which 
disclosed u very limited supply of the stock 
available. 

Union Pacific's strength in the early trad- 
ing was said to be due to buying by the 
Harriman interests. Mr. Harriman’s con- 
fidence in the future, expressed after a 
three months’ trip through the West, was 
regarded in the Street as distinctly encour- 
aging. 

The selling of the Steel stocks—part of 
it for London account—was vaguely de- 
clared to be the result of the suit instituted 
to prevent the carrying through of the bond 
conversion scheme. Inasmuch as the stocks 
are now selling lower than when this plan 
was first suggested, the Street was inclined 
to accept inis excuse with some reservation. 

Copper trade authorities declared during 
the day that the cessation of hostilities in 
South Africa ought to be followed by a re- 
vived foreign demand for copper. The buy- 
ing of Copper Trust stock yesterday seemed 
to have been influenced by this suggestion. 


MONEY MARKET CONDITIONS. 

Call rates were somewhat firmer yes- 
terday than for some days, the figure at 
one time reaching 5 per cent., with the 
bulk of the day’s loans made at 3% per 
cent. Time money, on the other hand, 
showed an inclination to greater ease, it 
being stated that transactions have been 
made in time money, with all industrials 
as collateral, at 4% per cent., which for an 
industrial loan is cheaper than in several 
months. 

There was no significance to yesterday’s 
slightly higher call rate other than that 
for the moment the banks are-inclined to 
discourage borrowings for stock market 
speculative activity. Moreover, at the be- 


ginning of each month National banks, de- 
sirous of taking advantage of the privi- 
lege of retiring circulation—the total be- 
ing limited in any one month to $3,000,000— 
hasten to make deposits of bank notes for 
the purpose of retirement, this naturally 
tending to tighten rates temporarily. 


THE DEALINGS IN ST. PAUL. 


There was much speculation in the Street 
during the day as to the source of the sell- 
ing order given in St. Paul to a leading 
Stock Exchange house. This order is un- 
derstood to have totalled between 8,000 
and 10,000 shares. This is a fairly consid- 
erable single order at any time in so high- 
priced a stock as St. Paul, and in such a 
dull market as yesterday, when, all told, 
only 15,000 shares of the stock were traded 
in, it seemed to be even greater than under 
ordinary circumstances it might have ap- 
peared. 

The house doing the selling is usually 
employed by the firm with which John W. 
Gates is connected, and generally the 
opinion was that the selling was for his 
account. Nothing definite, however, could 


be learned. , 
The stock, as offered, was taken by what

COTTON.--Cotton did not follow the course 
expected by its friends. The market opened 
steady with prices % points higher to 7 points 
lower, and while more 


or less subject to rallies 
from time to time, worked generally lower dur- 
ing the balance of the session and closed at 
about the bottom with the local trade enter- 
taining very bearish views. The British peace 
news, light receipts, and bullish Liverpool cables 
were disregarded from the first, and every con- 
sideration was given to good crop and weather 
reports, The efforts of the bears were rewarded 
more readily by reason of the scarcity of public 
buying orders, About the only commission 
houses which did business in the ring, were 
prominent as sellers of the Summer‘ months, 
which, in view of a severe break in New Orleans, 
started rumors that prominent bulls in the 
Southern market were selling out. The room 
operated on the theory that the bureau report 
from Washington to-day will show an average 
condition of the crop of about 95, as contrasted 
with 81.5 same time last year. Whereas one 
telegram stated that boll weevil in Southern 
Texas were more numerous this year than 
ever before, the great bulk of the crop advices 
received reflected almost ideal conditions, both 
as regards the weather. and the health of the 
plant, There were no estimates for to-day’s New 
Orleans, Houston, and Galveston receipts, these 
having been abandoned owing to the meagre- 
ness of the movement of late. The usual weck- 
end statements, delayed by the holidays, were 
quite as bullish as expected, but had been dis- 
counted. The market closed quiet and net 13 to 
17 points lower. Total sales were estimated at 
125,000 bales. 

Spot cotton closed quiet with quotations 1-16c 
lower, on the basis of 9 7-16c for’ middling up- 
land and 9 11-16c for middling Gulf. Sales, 
11,400 bales. Southern spot markets were tele- 
graphed as follows: Mobile, unchanged at 9c; 
Savannah, unchanged at 9 3-l6c; Charleston, 
quotation omitted; Wilmington, ‘ec higher, at 
9%c; Norfolk, unchanged at 9%c; Baltimore, un- 
changed at 9c; Galveston, 1-16¢ higher, at 9\4c¢;
